The  President,  Mr.  James  Lenox,  being  absent,  the  Vice- 
President,  Mr.  Robert  L.  Stuart,  presided. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  and  reading  of  Scripture, 
bj  the  officiating  Chaplain,  Mr.  A.  Russell  Stevenson. 

The  Annual  Report  (in  pamphlet  form),  embracing  the  Re- 
ports of  the  Board  of  Managers  and  of  the  Treasurer,  having 
been  distributed  among  the  audience,  the  customary  reading  of 
these  reports  was  dispensed  with. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  L.  D.  Bevan  and  Rev.  F. 
H.  Marling. 

After  the  benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Paxton, 
the  audience,  upon  the  invitation  of  the  Vice-President,  dispersed 
to  view  the  wards  and  premises. 
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ELEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  pursuant  to  the 
direction  of  Article  VII.  of  the  Constitution,  present  their  re- 
port of  the  proceedings  of  the  year  ending  March  1, 1879. 

For  matters  of  detail  in  connection  with  the  various  depart- 
ments, reference  is  made  to  the  accompanying  Reports  of  the 
Treasurer,  Superintendent,  House  Physician  and  Surgeon  and 

Pathologist. 

There  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital  in  the  past  year  555 
patients ;  of  these  214  were  cured,  178  were  improved,  47  re- 
ceived no  benefit,  and  39  died  in  the  hospital.  The  proportion 
of  deaths  was  7Tf T  per  cent. 

The  whole  number  treated  in  the  hospital  since  it  was  opened 
for  the  reception  of  patients  has  been  2,580,  and  there  were  77 
remaining  in  the  wards  on  March  1,  inst. 

Of  the  555  treated  during  the  past  year,  only  142  have  paid 
anything  for  the  services  rendered  to  them,  and  the  remaining 
413  were  free  patients  treated  and  cared  for  wholly  without 
charge. 

Nearly  one-fourth  of  the  patients  were  Roman  Catholics,  and 
the  remainder  were  from  various  Protestant  denominations. 
The  hospital  is  Presbyterian  in  its  organization,  and  looks  to  that 
denomination  for  sympathetic  interest  and  cordial  support ;  but 
its  doors  are  open,  and  its  benefits  are  freely^extended,  to  all  the 
sick  and  needy,  regardless  of  denominational  distinctions.

The  proportion  of  free  patients,  though  more  than  three-fourths 
of  the  entire  number  treated,  does  not  convey  an  adequate  idea 
of  the  extent  of  the  charitable  character  of  the  institution  ;  for 
of  the  so-called  pay  patients  many  have  paid  a  nominal  sum, 
much  below  the  regular  charge  of  six  or  seven  dollars  per  week 
for  patients  admitted  to  the  wards  ;  and  patients  occupying  pri- 
vate rooms  have  rarely,  if  ever,  been  able  to  pay  the  prices  fixed 
for  such  accommodation. 

The  Managers  have  aimed  -to  exclude  none  from  the  benefits 
of  the  institution  because  of  their  poverty  ;  and  at  the  same  time, 
to  avoid  pauperizing,  by  gratuitous  service  to  any  who  could 
afford  to  compensate  even  to  a  small  extent,  for  the  service  ren- 
dered and  the  expense  incurred  in  their  behalf. 

Consideration  of  free  patients  leads  naturally  to  an  examina- 
tion of  the  Treasurer's  report. 

That  document  discloses  an  existing  indebtedness  of  $13,754.'76. 
This  has  accumulated  in  the  past  two  years,  and  will  increase 
unless  either  the  charitable  work  of  the  hospital  is  restricted,  or 
the  contributions  toward  its  current  expenses  are  increased. 

The  idea  is  abroad  that  this  institution  is  amply  endowed  and 
needs  no  further  pecuniary  provision.  The  truth  is,  that  a  most 
liberal  generosity  has  provided  the  site  and  the  buildings,  the 
land  given  being  ample  for  two  additional  buildings  which  were 
contemplated  in  the  original  plan,  and  to  the  erection  of  which 
the  Managers  look  hopefully  forward.  But  for  the  regular  cur- 
rent expenses  the  institution  largely  depends  upon  the  regular 
and  systematic  gifts  of  Christian  liberality. 

The  charity  is  Presbyterian  in  its  organization  ;  to  this  denomi- 
nation it  has  a  right  to  look  for  support,  and  it  is  but  a  reasona- 
ble expectation  that  such  support  should  be  fully  and  freely 
supplied. 

The  Hospital  needs  a  large  list  of  regular  annual  contributors. 
It  needs  this  for  two  purposes  ;  for  the  increase  of  its  treasury, 
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and  that  the  Presbyterian  Church,  whose  it  is,  may  feel  an  in- 
creased interest  and  responsibility. 

One  of  our  prominent  churches  has  recognized  its  relationship 

to  the  Hospital  by  appointing  visitors,  who  weekly  visit  the 
wards  and  minister  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients.  Could  this 
example  be  followed,  and  the  custom  be  adopted  iu  other 
churches,  it  might  add  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital,  and  cer- 
tainly such  churches,  and  the  visitors  sent  from  them,  would  in- 
crease their  interest  in  our  work,  and  find  a  new  illustration  of 
the  truth  "it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.'' 

Among  the  pleasantest  experiences  of  hospital  work  are  the 
grateful  acknowledgments  of  those  who  have  received  its  bene- 
fits; many  such  have  been  received  during  the  past  year.  We 
quote  but  one — Rev.  Mr.  P.  B.  Ileroy,  Presbyterian  clergyman  of 
Bedford,  Westchester  County,  was  admitted  to  the  Hospital  Oc- 
tober 4th,  and  died  there  October  16th.  His  children  have  sent 
to  the  Managers  the  following  letter. 

New  York,  December  13,  1878. 
Board  of  Managers  Presbyterian  Hospital: 

Gentlemen — We,  the  children  of  Rev.  P.  B.  Heroy,  who  was  a  patient  in 
your  institution  from  Octotoer  4th  to  October  16th,  desire  to  express  to  you  our 
sincere  thanks  and  earnest  gratitude  for  the  unceasing  kindness  and  attention 
which  our  father  received  from  all  the  attaches  of  the  Hospital  by  whom  h.3 
was  attended. 

We  shall  always  remember  gratefully  the  efforts  of  Mr.  Carpenter  and  Mrs. 
Doolittle  to  promote  his  comfort  in  every  way  which  laid  in  their  power,  and 
their  solicitude  for  his  welfare  and  recovery. 

Most  especially  do  we  wish  to  commend  the  house  surgeon,  Dr.  Alberto 
Lacaj'o,  for  his  untiring  devotion  and  unceasing  exertions  in  our  father's  behalf. 
He  could  not  have  done  more,  or  have  shown  greater  attention  had  our  father 
been  his  own.     We  shall  never  forget  him  or  his  kindness. 

We  also  extend  our  grateful  acknowledgments  to  Dr.  Stimson  and  the  other 
surgeons  who  interested  themselves  in  our  father's  case.

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Our  Superintendent,  Mr.  Carpenter,  who  is  so  pleasantly 
alluded  to  in  the  previous  letter,  has  won  the  affectionate  regard 
of  the  patients  by  his  constant  kindness  and  attention  to  their 
wants. 

During  the  past  year  two  vacancies  have  occurred  in  the 
Board  of  Managers  by  death :  Mr.  William  M.  Vermilye,  one  of 
the  original  corporators,  died  June  18, 1878,  aged  77  years ;  Mr. 
Thomas  Donaldson,  who  was  elected  a  member  of  the  Board  in 
December,  1875,  died  September  21,  1878,  aged  58  years. 

From  the  time  of  his  election  Mr.  Donaldson  was  actively 
interested  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  institution,  and  those 
who  have  served  with  him  on  the  Visiting  Committee  will  not 
cease  to  miss  his  good  judgment  and  practical  knowledge,  upon 
which  they  so  often  relied. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  list  of  special  gifts  and  donations 
appended  to  the  Superintendent's  report,  and  we  thank  the 
donors,  one  and  all,  for  the  thoughtful  kindness  which  has  done 
so  much  to  soothe  and  alleviate. 

We  would  specially  acknowledge  the  portrait  of  Dr.  Alfred 
C.  Post,  presented  to  the  Hospital  by  Dr.  John  H.  Hinton.  It 
hangs  on  the  main  stairway,  together  with  the  portrait  of  the  late 
Dr.  Gurdon  Buck.  The  portraits  are  valued  both  as  ornaments 
to  the  institution,  and  as  constant  reminders  of  two  most  honored 
and  useful  surgeons  of  our  city. 

The  managers  take  pleasure  in  once  more  acknowledging  the 
services  of  the  medical  and  surgical  staff,  whose  devotion  and 
skill  gratuitously  rendered  have  constantly  ministered  to  the 
needs  of  the  patients  and  the  growing  reputation  of  the  Hos- 
pital. 

The  Hospital  is  in  good  order  and  condition.  Entire  harmony 
exists  between  the  Managers,  Medical  Board,  and  all  connected 
with  the  institution. 
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As  we  look  back  upon  the  past  year,  it  would  be  idle  to  say 
that  no  mistakes  had  been  made,  no  errors  committed;  and  yet, 
the  restrospect  fills  our  minds  with  thankfulness  that  so  much 
has  been  accomplished  in  the  healing  of  disease  and  in  the  alle- 
viation of  suffering,  and  we  begin  the  now  year  with  the  hopeful 
expectation  of  still  greater  usefulness  through  tbe  blessing  of 
1 1  iin  in  whose  name  and  for  whose  glory  the  institution  was 
founded.

PATHOLOGICAL  REPORT. 


Pbesbyteeian  Hospital,  March  1,  1879. 
To  the  jBoa?"d  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital: 

Gentlemen — The  chief   improvements   in   the   Pathological 

Department  during-  the  current  year  have  been  accomplished 
through  the  liberality  of  the  hospital  management  and  the 
energy  of  the  newly  appointed  Curator,  Dr.  \V.  II.  Porter.  Four 
large  cabinets  have  been  constructed  for  the  preservation  and 
exhibition  of  the  pathological  material,  and  two  of  them  are 
already  filled  with  wet  and  dry  specimens  to  the  number  of  one 
hundred,  plaster  casts  and  sketches,  all  illustrative  of  interest- 
ing eases  that  have  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  hospital.  The 
two  remaining  cabinets  will  be  filled  in  a  short  time.  In  this 
way  a  basis  is  being  laid  for  a  museum  which  bids  fair  to  be  of 
permanent  benefit  to  the  medical  profession.  Much  expense  has 
also  been  saved  by  the  erection  of  a  still  in  the  hospital  grounds, 
for  redistilling  the  alcohol  which  is  required  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  specimens.  The  management  of  this  matter  and  the 
preparation  and  mounting  of  the  coarser  specimens  is  now  under 
the  charge  of  the  Curator's  assistant,  a  man  who  is  specially  quali- 
fied for  this  work. 

During  the  year  thirty  autopsies  have  been  performed,  and 
the  findings,  gross  and  microscopical,  have  been  recorded  in  the 
Pathological  Register,  prepared  for  that  purpose.  This  book 
now  contains  a  record  of  every  autopsy  that  has  been  made 
since  the  foundation  of  the  hospital.  Prepared  in  this  way,  the 
reports  furnish  a  large  amount  of  material  that  is  readily  acces- 
sible  to   the    professional   staff   for   purposes   of   clinical    and

CHARTER. 
AN  ACT 

TO   FOUND  A    PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL    IN   THE   CITY   OF    NEW    YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  \8G8.— Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  JVetc  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  ok  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  Win.  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  "Win.  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  "Wm.  M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec-

tively  on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTION. 

ADOPTED  MARCH  26th,  1868.- AMENDED  JANUARY  19th,  1870. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  <;The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons;  and  to  provide  them,  while  inmates  of 
the  Hospital,  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel  agreeably  to  the  doctrine 
and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively  be  approved 
by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a  stated  meet- 
ing, and  who  shall  have  been  previously  nominated  by  a  Standing  Commit- 
tee appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  annually,  in 
advance,  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall  pay  a  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved  in  the  manner  above  stated, 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for  life,  without  annual  payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount,  as  an  animal  payment, 
which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  in  the  Hospital,  and 
constitute  him  a  member  of  the  Society,  to  be  approved  of  as  above.  And 
the  same  privileges  shall  be  accorded  on  the  same  condition  to  any  one  who 
shall  pay  the  principal  of  the  said  annual  sum  at  one  time. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 
PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor,  shall 
be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty- 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each ;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior  Minister  of 
the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the 
Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office,  for  the 
time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting ;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  the  month  (but  such  meetings,  not  exceeding  four  consecutively 
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in  number,  may  be  omitted  by  vote  of  the  Board),  and  may  hold  adjourned 
meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society 
niiiy  be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inabilil  v  to  act, 
by  the  Vice  President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting ;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings,  unless  there  be  at  least 
eleven  members  present,  and  then  only  by  unanimous  consent. 

ARTICLE   Vll. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Thursday  in  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting  :  to  present  to  the  mem- 
bers a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and 
accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society;  and  also 
to  give  information  of  any  matters  relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which 
may  be  of  interest  or  importance.  In  case  of  failure  to  hold  the  annual  meet- 
ing on  the  day  specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose, 
and  all  Officers  and  Managers  whose  term  of  service  may  have  expired  by 
cause  of  such  failure,  shall  retain  their  places  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting, 
eight  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is 
about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be  reelected.  These  eight  members,  together 
with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes,  and  the  four  e.v-officio  members 
of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of 
failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed  day,  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

BOARD  OF  CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the  four  clerical 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  committed  all  matters 
relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the  Hospital ;  no 
measures  relating  to  those  matters  shall  be  adopted  without  the  sanction  and 
approbation  of  the  said  Board.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  Vice-President,  shall   be 
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notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical  Board,  and,  when  present,  shall  pre- 
side and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintend- 
ent and  Chaplain,  when  requested,  to  attend  these  meetings  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. 
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DUTIES   OF   THE   OFFICERS. 

I.  Of  the  President. 
Ttie  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall  appoint  all  the 
Committees  whi  eh  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  members.  He  shall  sign 
all  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  directed  by  the  Board  of  .Managers,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Board  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  whenever,  in  his 
opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it.  or  when  requested  so  to  do  on 
the  written  application  of  five  Managers.  But  when  special  meetings  are  so 
called,  he  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  insert  in  the  notices  to  the  members 
the  import  of  the  business  to  come  before  them,  as  provided  for  in  Article 
VI.  of  the  Constitution,  and  such  notices  shall  be  issued  or  served  at  least 
two  days  previous  to  that  appointed  for  the  meeting. 

II. — Of  TnE  Vice-President. 
In  ease  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  possess 
his  powers  and  perform  his  duties ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both  President  and 
Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  own  members  to  preside. 

III. — Of  TnE  Treasurer. 
The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  Bonds,  Titles,  Deeds,  and  other 
papers  aud  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  of  all 
moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open  an  account  with  one  of  the  banks 
or  incorporated  trust  companies  in  the  City  of  New  York,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  aud  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in 
such  bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  a  proper 
check  and  account-book,  showing  the  amount  of  funds  in  his  hands,  which 
shall  at  all  suitable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  At  each 
stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  account,  or  an  abstract  thereof,  showing 
the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  which  shall  be  drawn  upon 
him  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed.  He  shall  execute  such  resolutious 
as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of 
funds,  in  compliance  with  Article  VII.  of  the  By-Laws.     He  shall  produce 
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to  the  Auditing  Committee  for  examination,  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior 
to  the  Annual  Meeting,  all  the  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation.  He 
shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  members  of  the  Society  at  their  Annual 
Meeting  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year 
of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  same,  are 
invested. 

IV. — Of  the  Recording-  Secretary. 
The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  Treas- 
urer in  pursuance  of  the  Resolution  of  the  Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  the 
records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong  to  the  office  of  Treasurer.  He  shall 
notify  the  members  of  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  by 
notice  addressed  to  them  through  the  Post  Office,  or  otherwise,  at  least  two 
days  before  the  meeting;  and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Society,  by  notice  addressed  to  the  members  at  their  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, or  place  of  business,  or  by  publication  in  a  daily  city  paper,  for  at 
least  three  days  preceding  such  meeting,  which  publication  shall  be  deemed  a 
proper  notice.  He  shall  also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  each 
Committee,  with  the  names  of  the  members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which 
they  may  be  appointed.  And  he  shall  cause  every  person  appointed  on  each 
of  the  Standing  Committees  to  be  notified  of  his  appointment. 

Y. — Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Managers. 

VI. — Election  of  Committees. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of 
April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  xo  consist  of  five  members,  of  whom  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  one ;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members ;  and  an 
Electing  Committee  of  five  members.  These  Committees  shall  hold  office 
during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  of 
Finance  and  the  Electing  Committee  shall  respectively  keep  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  read  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board. 

There  shall  be  a  Visiting  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  :  except  that  of  the  Committee  first  appointed,  one  shall 
serve  for  one  month,  the  second  for  two  months,  and  the  third  for  three 
months;  and  thereafter  one  shall  be  elected  at  each  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Board  in  place  of  the  one  whose  term  of  service  shall  then  expire. 
There  shall  also  be  an  Inspecting  Committee,  to  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months :  except  that  of  the  Committee  first  appointed,  one  shall 
serve  for  one  month,  and  the  other  for  two  months ;  and  thereafter  one  shall 
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be  elected  at  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  in  place  of  the  one  whose 
term  of  service  shall  then  expire,  [f  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  at 
any  time  he  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  liis  duty  to  procure  some  other 
Manager  to  attend  in  bis  stead. 

VII. — Of  the  Finance  Committee. 

It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper  means 
of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate  information 
respecting  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are  duly  received,  and 
to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  Investing  the  funds;  but  all  investments  must  have 
been  previously  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  by  the  Committee  and 
approved  of  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be  made  only  in  the  public  stocks  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  those  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  of  the  cities 
of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  or  loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  productive 
real  estate  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  the  estimated  value  of 
which  shall  be  double  the  amount  so  loaned. 

VIII. — Of  the  Visiting  and  Inspecting  Committees. 

1.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
regulations  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution ;  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with 
those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

2.  They  shall  receive  or  reject  applicants  for  admission  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  upon  that  subject,  and  shall  determine  whether  the 
applicant  shall  be  received  as  a  free  or  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter  case 
they  shall  fix  the  rate  of  payment ;  but  they  shall  admit  no  person  without  a 
previous  examination  by  one  of  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  or  by  the  House 
Physician  or  House  Surgeon. 

3.  They  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least  once  in  each  week,  but  in  the 
interval  between  their  meetings,  and  when  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall 
require  it,  the  Superintendent  may  act  as  their  representative  in  the  admission 
of  patients,  reporting  his  action  in  each  case  to  the  Committee  at  their  next 
meeting. 

4.  They  shall  see  that  no  patient  is  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital 
when  in  a  condition  to  be  discharged ;  and  that  all  patients  whose  diseases 
may  be  incurable  are  removed  with  the  least  possible  delay. 

5.  They  may,  at  their  discretion,  discharge  any  patient  or  hospital  attend- 
ant for  disorderly  conduct. 

6.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assistants, 
or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  or  Engineer  shall  neglect  any  of  the 
duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  or  Superintendent,  the  Committee  may  suspend 
the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to  the  next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board 
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of   Managers,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  meantime  shall  be  supplied  by  such 
person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

7.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disburse- 
ments as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary ;  such  expenditure,  except 
for  the  monthly  pay-roll  and  supplies,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars 
per  month,  unless  by  authority  of  the  Board.  All  drafts  on  the  Treasurer 
for  such  pay-roll  and  supplies  shall  be  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Visit- 
ing Committee  to  the  order  of  and  endorsed  by  another  member  of  said  com- 
mittee, and  by  him  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  through  whorn 
the  disbursements  are  to  be  made,  or  to  whom  the  indebtedness  is  incurred, 
which  drafts,  with  the  endorsement  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  are 
last  drawn,  countersigned  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  shall  be  the  Treas- 
urer's vouchers  for  said  payments.  They  shall  examine  as  to  whether  economy 
is  observed  in  the  several  departments  of  the  Hospital,  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  the  food  given  to  the  patients,  and  into  the  conduct  of  the  several 
officers  of  the  House. 

8.  The  Committee  shall,  on  each  visiting  day,  insert  in  a  Book  kept  for 
that  purpose  the  times  of  their  own  attendance,  of  that  of  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  and  of  the  senior  and  junior  assistants. 

9.  If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  in  his  office  contrary  to  any  of  the  By-Laws 
of  this  Institution,  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, or  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a 
complaint  in  writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of 
the  said  complaint  shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time 
shall  be  appointed  (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for 
the  person  complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ; 
and  the  Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard 
the  defence  of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  con- 
currence and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Managers, 
suspend  or  discharge  the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  By-Laws  and 
Regulations  of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
House  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished ;  shall  examine  into  the  consumption  of 
liquors  for  hospital  purposes,  and  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  all  parts 
of  the  Hospital  and  grounds ;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it  necessary 
(but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons as  to  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and  as  to  the  daily 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants. 
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3.  Both  these  Committees  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
on  each  visiting  day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  on  any  of  the 
matters  committed  to  their  care;  which  books  shall  be  Laid  he  tore  the  Board 
of  Managers  at  every  monthly- meeting ;  and  thai  of  the  Inspecting  Com- 
mittee shall  also  he  laid  before  the  Visiting  Committee  at  its  weekly 
meeting. 

IX. — Of  the  An>iTr\r;  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and  report  to 
the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to  examine  the  Treasu 
rer's  accounts  at  the  close  oi  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together 

with  the  securities,  and  report  upon  them. 

X. — Of  the  Electing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be  members  of 
the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws.     The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

Three  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  A  candidate  shall 
be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the  members  present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  elec- 
tion shall  be  valid  unless  the  candidate  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  nomination  referred  by  it  to  the 
said  Committee.  Twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Committee. 

XL — Stated  Meetings  of  the  Managers. 

The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  every  month,  at  such  hours  as  they  shall  order. 

XII. — Appropriations  of  Money. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  and 
entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amounts  appropriated  shall  then  be 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary;  or.  if  he  be  absent,  by 
the  Secretary  pro  tern.  ;  which  orders,  with  the  receipts  of  the  person  in 
wdiose  favor  they  are  drawn  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  vouch- 
ers for  payments  made  by  him. 

XIII. — Order  of  Business. 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : — 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  (or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  appear;,  and  the 
meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 


46  BY-LAWS. 

3.  The  minute?  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall  be  taken 
up ;  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board. 

XIV. — ALTERATIONS   OR  ADDITIONS. 

No  alteration  of,  or  additions  to,  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  but  under 
the  same  rules  as  prescribed  in  Art.  IX.  of  the  Constitution,  in  relation  to 
amendments  to  the  Constitution. 


PATRONS,   ENDOWED   BEDS  AND   MEMBERSHIP. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upward,  constitutes  the  donor  a 
"  Patron  "  of  the  Institution. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privilege 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  lives ;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  years. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  constitutes  the  donor  a  life  member  of 
the  Institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 


RULES  AS  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will 
be  examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  by 
the  Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If 
unable  to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the 
House  Physician  or  Surgeon.  In  case  of  emergency  they  may  be  admitted 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 
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2.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
bo  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved. 

4.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  examining  physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  with  the 
application,  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays, 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  be  carried  into  the  wards ;  they  must 
be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  be  sent  to 
the  patient. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards ;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wdfe 
daughter  or  sister,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital ;  must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends  ;  must  not  stop  or 
loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building  prompt- 
ly at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

Owing  to  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  the  attendance  was 
comparatively  small. 

Both  the  President  and  Vice-President  being  absent,  Mr.  A. 
R.  "Wetmore  was  called  upon  to  preside. 

,  The  exercises  were  commenced  with  reading  a  portion  of 
Scripture  by  the  Chaplain,  Mr.  A.  Russell  Stevenson.  Prayer 
was  offered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Alexander. 

The  Chairman  announced  that,  as  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  and  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  audience,  the  reading  of  those  reports  would 
be  dispensed  with. 

Addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  Thos.  S.  Hastings,  D.D., 
and  Rev.  Edward  A.  Reed. 

The  Chairman  invited  the  audience  to  view  the  wards  and 
premises. 

The  Benediction  was  pronounced  by  Rev.  Dr.  Booth. 
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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  requires  the 
Managers,  at  the  animal  meeting,  "to  present  to  the  members  a 
report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  full 
and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the 
Society,  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters  relating  to 
the  objects  of  the.  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  impor- 
tance." 

The  accompanying  reports  of  the  Superintendent,  House 
Physician,  House  Surgeon,  and  Pathologist,  furnish  detailed 
statements  of  the  work  of  the  hospital  in  its  various  departments. 

From  the  first  of  these  reports  it  appears  that  575  patients  have 
been  treated  during  the  past  year  ;  that  the  percentage  of  deaths 
has  been  less  than  heretofore  ;  that  nearly  three-fourths  of  all 
the  patients  were  treated  wholly  without  charge  ;  that  twenty- 
four  different  nationalities  were  represented,  and  that  more  than 
three-tenths  of  the  whole  were  Roman  Catholics.  These  facts 
and  figures  call  to  mind  the  words  of  Mr.  Lenox  on  October  10, 
1872,  when  he  announced  that  the  hospital  was  "  open  for  the 
reception  of  patients  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color." 

The  Treasurer's  report  complies  with  the  constitutional  re- 
quirement, "  to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society." 

The  view  thus  presented  is  not  in  all  respects  encouraging. 
The  deficiency  of  $8,000,  in  1878,  in  1879  became  upwards  of 
$13,000,  and  has  now  reached  the  sum  of  $15,600.     With  these 
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figures  before  ns  we  cannot  close  our  eyes  to  the  unpleasant 
truth  that  the  income  of  the  hospital  falls  far  short  of  the  cost 
of  maintaining  and  supporting  the  institution.  This  matter  is 
of  such  vital  importance  that  the  Managers  would  neglect  a 
plain  duty  did  they  not  give  the  members  and  all  interested  in 
the  hospital  full  and  explicit  information  in  regard  thereto. 
May  we  hope  that  a  plain  statement  of  our  need,  brought  home 
to  the  churches  to  whom  this  institution  has  been  entrusted,  will 
lead  to  a  spontaneous  supply  which  shall  allay  the  anxiety  of 
the  Treasurer  and  render  unnecessary  the  carefully  considered 
plans  of  the  Finance  Committee  ? 

Early  in  the  past  year  a  change  was  made  in  the  executive 
officer  of  the  hospital,  and  since  June  last  Rev.  Thomas  Gr.  Wall 
has  been  our  Superintendent  and  has  also  filled  the  position  of 
Chaplain.  He  has  conducted  the  usual  religious  services  on 
Sunday,  and  has  established  daily  prayers  in  the  wards,  thus 
adding  to  the  distinctively  religious  character  of  the  institution. 
Mr.  Wall  deserves  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  for  his  judi- 
cious and  successful  administration,  and  we  are  able  to  say  that 
entire  harmony  exists  between  the  Superintendent  and  all  con- 
nected with  the  hospital. 

This  year,  as  in  years  before,  death  has  come  very  near.  Dr. 
Oliver  White,  one  of  our  consulting  physicians  and  President  of 
the  Medical  Board,  died  at  his  residence  in  this  city.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  appointments  on  the  medical  staff,  and  from  the 
beginning  he  was  among  the  warmest  friends  of  the  hospital — 
constant  in  his  attendance  and  unsparing  of  himself,  he  con- 
tinued his  interest  and  attention  until  his  last  illness  confined 
him  to  his  house.  Drs.  Post  and  Hadden  are  the  only  remain- 
ing members  of  the  medical  board  as  first  organized. 

Since  our  last  meeting  the  hospital  has  sustained  the  greatest 
possible  personal  loss.  On  the  17th  of  February  last  Mr.  James 
Lenox,  the  founder  of  the  institution  and  its  President  from  the 
cutset,  quietly  and  peacefully  passed  from  earthly  scenes  and 
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labors  to  the  rest  that  remaineth  for  God's  people.  An  appro- 
priate tribute  to  his  memory  and  expression  of  our  loss  will  be 
prepared  by  a  special  committee,  and  will  be  appended  to  this 
report. 

A  list  of  special  gifts  and  donations  is  annexed  to  the  Su- 
perintendent's report.  AVe  thank  each  one  of  the  kind  donors 
in  behalf  of  the  patients  to  whom  their  gifts  have  brought 
comfort  and  pleasure. 

Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  medical  and  surgical  staff,  who 
have  not  only  faithfully  performed  their  professional  duties, but 
have  also  taken  a  personal  interest  in  the  hospital  and  its  reputa- 
tion. 

We  well  know  that  begging  is  always  unpopular,  yet  in  clos- 
ing this  report  we  are  constrained  earnestly  to  ask  if  the 
churches  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  denominations  will 
not  cheerfully  and  adequately  support  this  institution  entrusted 
to  their  care?  To  accomplish  this  we  need  a  largely  increased 
annual  income.  From  poverty,  we  have  been  compelled  to  limit 
the  number  of  free  patients.  Will  not  the  members  of  the 
Christian  churches  to  whom  this  hospital  belongs,  see  to  it  that 
its  efficiency  is  never  again  impaired  by  pecuniary  need  \ 
Surely  those  who,  from  love  to  the  Master,  give  of  their  sub- 
stance to  this  cause  shall  hear  His  voice  saying  to  them,  "1  was 
sick  and  ye  visited  me."

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  me- 
morial paper  in  relation  to  our  late  lamented  President 
submit  the  following: — 

It  is  with  feelings  of  profound  sorrow  that  this  Board  records  the 
decease  of  its  venerable  and  beloved  President, 

JiMES  LENOX,   ESQ., 

by  whose  munificence  this  institution  was  founded,  and  by  whose  wise 
direction  and  continued  assistance  it  has  reached  its  preserft  position  of 
usefulness. 

He  was  born  in  this  city,  on  the  19th  day  of  August,  in  the  year  1800. 
After  graduating  from  Columbia  College,  and  completing  the  study  of 
law,  he  entered  his  father's  counting-house,  where  he  was  matured  by 
the  experiences  of  business  life. 

Upon  the  death  of  his  father  he  retired  from  business,  and  devoted 
his  life  to  special  studies  and  to  works  of  Christian  benevolence  and 
philanthropy.  No  man  has  ever  lived  in  this  city  who  has  been  more 
universally  esteemed,  or  whose  death  has  been  more  sincerely  re- 
gretted. He  was  a  man  of  singular  purity  of  life,  and  of  such  high 
character  and  unblemished  reputation  as  to  secure  the  confidence  of  the 
whole  community.  With  a  large  fortune  at  command  he  was  the  ben- 
efactor of  every  good  work. 

It  becomes  us  to  mention  that  the  idea  of  this  Hospital  was  purely 
his  own  conception  ;  he  matured  the  whole  plan  and  arrangement  be- 
fore he  communicated  the  thought  to  others ;  he  selected  the  gentle- 
men whom  he  wished  to  be  associated  with  him  in  this  enterprise,  and, 
addressing  a  note  to  each,  he  asked  if  they  would  consent  to  become 
directors  of  such  an  institution,  and  to  signify  their  assent  by  meeting 
him  at  a  given  time  and  place  to  effect  the  organization.  When  they 
assembled  he  unfolded  his  plan  in  all  its  details,  and  then  proposed,  in 
order  to  start  the  enterprise,  to  give  the  site  on  Seventieth  Street,  val- 
ued at  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  to  add  to  this  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  in  money.  This  liberal  proposal  was  most 
cheerfully  accepted,  and  the  work  was  immediately  commenced.  In 
its  prosecution  Mr.  Lenox  has  added  more  than  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  to  the  original  donation. 

We  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  record  these  facts  as  a  matter  of  history, 
and  as  the  best  tribute  we  can  offer  to  the  generous  benevolence  of  one 
to  whom  this  Hospital  is  a  monument,  and  the  record  of  whose  modest 
worth  is  in  the  hearts  of  the  poor  and  the  suffering. 

He  died  at  his  own  residence  in  this  city  on  the  17th  day  of  Febru- 
ary, 1880.

CHARTER. 


AX  ACT 

TO   FOUND  A    PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL    IN    TOE   CITY   OF    NEW    YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868.— Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  TcrJ:,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  Wm,  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  Wm.  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Wm.  M.  Yermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec-

tively  on  the  second  "Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTION. 

ADOPTED  MARCH  26th,  1868.- AMENDED  JANUARY  10th,  1870. 


ARTICLE  L 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

ARTICLE  IL 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons;  and  to  provide  them,  while  inmates  of 
the  Hospital,  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Gospel  agreeably  to  the  doctrine 
and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively  be  approved 
by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a  stated  meet- 
ing, and  who  shall  have  been  previously  nominated  by  a  Standing  Commit- 
tee appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  annually,  in 
advance,  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall  pay  a  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved  in  the  manner  above  stated, 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for  life,  without  annual  payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount,  as  an  annual  payment, 
which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  in  the  Hospital,  and 
constitute  him  a  member  of  the  Society,  to  be  approved  of  as  above.  And 
the  same  privileges  shall  be  accorded  on  the  same  condition  to  any  one  who 
shall  pay  the  principal  of  the  said  annual  sum  at  one  time. 
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ARTICLE  IV. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor,  shall 
be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty- 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each ;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Rev.  "William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  Madison  Square 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior  Minister  of 
the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the 
Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Presbyterian 
Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office,  for  the 
time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, a  "Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Record- 
ing Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the  third 
Tuesday  of  the  month  (but  such  meetings,  not  exceeding  four  consecutively 
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in  number,  may  be  omitted  by  vote  of  the  Board),  and  may  hold  adjourned 
meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society 
may  be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  ;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings,  unless  there  be  at  least 
eleven  members  present,  and  then  only  by  unanimous  consent. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING, 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the 
second  Thursday  in  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to  present  to  the  mem- 
bers a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and 
accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and  property  of  the  Society  ;  and  also 
to  give  information  of  any  matters  relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which 
may  be  of  interest  or  importance.  In  case  of  failure  to  hold  the  annual  meet- 
ing on  the  day  specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose, 
and  all  Officers  and  Managers  whose  term  of  service  may  have  expired  by 
cause  of  such  failure,  shall  retain  their  places  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  Annual  Meeting, 
eight  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is 
about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be  reelected.  These  eight  members,  together 
with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes,  and  the  four  ex-officio  members 
of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of 
failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed  day,  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE    VIII. 

BOARD  OF  CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the  four  clerical 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  committed  all  matters 
relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the  Hospital;  no 
measures  relating  to  those  matters  shall  be  adopted  without  the  sanction  and 
approbation  of  the  said  Board.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act,  the  Vice-President,  shall   be 
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notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical  Board,  and,  when  present,  shall  pre- 
side and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintend- 
ent and  Chaplain,  when  requested,  to  attend  these  meetings  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose ;  and 
shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS 


DUTIES   OF  THE   OFFICERS. 

I.  Of  the  President. 
The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  hy  the  Board,  he  shall  appoint  all  the 
Committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  members.  He  shall  sign 
all  orders  on  the  Treasurer,  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Board  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  whenever,  in  his 
opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it,  or  when  requested  so  to  do  on 
the  written  application  of  five  Managers.  But  when  special  meetings  are  so 
called,  he  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  insert  in  the  notices  to  the  members 
the  import  of  the  business  to  come  before  them,  as  provided  for  in  Article 
VI.  of  the  Constitution,  and  such  notices  shall  be  issued  or  served  at  least 
two  days  previous  to  that  appointed  for  the  meeting. 

II. — Op  the  Vice-President. 
In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall  possess 
his  powers  and  perform  his  duties ;  and  in  the  absence  of  both  President  and 
Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting  shall  appoint  one  of 
their  own  members  to  preside. 

III. — Op  the  Treasurer. 
The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  Bonds,  Titles,  Deeds,  and  other 
papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation,  and  of  all 
moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open  an  account  with  one  of  the  banks 
or  incorporated  trust  companies  in  the  City  of  New  York,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in 
such  bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving  them.  He  shall  keep  a  proper 
check  and  account-book,  showing  the  amount  of  funds  in  his  hands,  which 
shall  at  all  suitable  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  At  each 
stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  account,  or  an  abstract  thereof,  showing 
the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall  pay  all  orders  which  shall  be  drawn  upon 
him  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed.  He  shall  execute  such  resolutions 
as  may  be  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of 
funds,  in  compliance  with  Article  VII.  of  the  By-Laws.     He  shall  produce 
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to  the  Auditing  Ccmmittee  for  examination,  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior 
to  the  Annual  Meeting,  all  the  securities  belonging  to  the  Corporation.  He 
shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  members  of  the  Society  at  their  Annual 
Meeting  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year 
of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the  same  are 
invested. 

IV. — Of  the  Recording  Secretary. 
The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  Treas- 
urer in  pursuance  of  the.  Resolution  of  the  Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  the 
records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong  to  the  office  of  Treasurer.  He  shall 
notify  the  members  of  every  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  by 
notice  addressed  to  them  through  the  Post  Office,  or  otherwise,  at  least  two 
days  before  the  meeting;  and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Society,  by  notice  addressed  to  the  members  at  their  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence, or  place  of  business,  or  by  publication  in  a  daily  city  paper,  for  at 
least  three  days  preceding  such  meeting,  which  publication  shall  be  deemed  a 
proper  notice.  He  shall  also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  each 
Committee,  with  the  names  of  the  members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which 
they  may  be  appointed.  And  he  shall  cause  every  person  appointed  on  each 
of  the  Standing  Committees  to  be  notified  of  his  appointment. 

V. — Op  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  Of 
the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as  may  be  directed 
by  the  Managers. 

VI. — Election  op  Committees. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of 
April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  'm  consist  of  five  members,  of  whom  the 
Treasurer  shall  be  one ;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members ;  and  an 
Electing  Committee  of  five  members.  These  Committees  shall  hold  office 
during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  The  Committee  of 
Finance  and  the  Electing  Committee  shall  respectively  keep  minutes  of  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  read  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board. 

There  shall  be  a  Visiting  Committee,  to  consist  of  three  Managers,  to 
serve  three  months  :  except  that  of  the  Committee  first  appointed,  one  shall 
serve  for  one  month,  the  second  for  two  months,  and  the  third  for  three 
months;  and  thereafter  one  shall  be  elected  at  each  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Board  in  place  of  the  one  whose  term  of  service  shall  then  expire. 
There  shall  also  be  an  Inspecting  Committee,  to  consist  of  two  Managers,  to 
serve  two  months :  except  that  of  the  Committee  first  appointed,  one  shall 
serve  for  one  month,  and  the  other  for  two  months ;  and  thereafter  one  shall 
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be  elected  at  each  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board  in  place  of  the  one  whose 
term  of  service  shall  then  expire.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  at 
any  time  be  unable  to  attend,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some  other 
Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VII. — Of  the  Finance  Committee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper  means 
of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate  information 
respecting  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are  duly  received,  and 
to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds;  but  all  investments  must  have 
been  previously  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Managers  by  the  Committee  and 
approved  of  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be  made  only  in  the  public  stocks  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  those  of  the  State  of  New  York,  or  of  the  cities 
of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  or  loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  productive 
real  estate  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  the  estimated  value  of 
which  shall  be  double  the  amount  so  loaned. 

VIII. — Of  toe  Visiting  and  Inspecting  Committees. 

1.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
regulations  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this 
Institution;  provided  such  orders  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent  with 
those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

2.  They  shall  receive  or  reject  applicants  for  admission  in  accordance 
with  the  regulations  upon  that  subject,  and  shall  determine  whether  the 
applicant  shall  be  received  as  a  free  or  pay  patient,  and  in  the  latter  case 
they  shall  fix  the  rate  of  payment;  but  they  shall  admit  no  person  Avithout  a 
previous  examination  by  one  of  the  Physicians  or  Surgeons,  or  by  the  House 
Physician  or  House  Surgeon. 

3.  They  shall  meet  at  the  Hospital  at  least  once  in  each  week,  but  in  the 
interval  between  their  meetings,  and  when  the  circumstances  of  the  case  shall 
require  it,  the  Superintendent  may  act  as  their  representative  in  the  admission 
of  patients,  reporting  his  action  in  each  case  to  the  Committee  at  their  next 
meeting. 

4.  They  shall  see  that  no  patient  is  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Hospital 
when  in  a  condition  to  be  discharged ;  and  that  all  patients  whose  diseases 
may  be  incurable  are  removed  with  the  least  i:>ossible  delay. 

5.  They  may,  at  their  discretion,  discharge  any  patient  or  hospital  attend- 
ant for  disorderly  conduct. 

6.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assistants, 
or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  or  Engineer  shall  neglect  any  of  the 
duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  reasonable  request 
of  the  Visiting  Committee  or  Superintendent,  the  Committee  may  suspend 
the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to  the  next  monthly  meeting  of  the  Board 
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of   Managers,  and  the  vacancy  in  the  meantime  shall  be  supplied  by  such 
person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

7.  The  Visiting  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disburse- 
ments as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary ;  such  expenditure,  except 
for  the  monthly  pay-roll  and  supplies,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars 
per  month,  unless  by  authority  of  the  Board.  All  drafts  on  the  Treasurer 
for  such  pay-roll  and  supplies  shall  be  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Visit- 
ing Committee  to  the  order  of  and  endorsed  by  another  member  of  said  com- 
mittee, and  by  him  made  payable  to  the  order  of  the  person  through  whom 
the  disbursements  are  to  be  made,  or  to  whom  the  indebtedness  is  incurred, 
which  drafts,  with  the  endorsement  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  are 
last  drawn,  countersigned  by  the  President  and  Secretary,  shall  be  the  Treas- 
urer's vouchers  for  said  payments.  They  shall  examine  as  to  whether  economy 
is  observed  in  the  several  departments  of  the  Hospital,  the  quantity  and 
quaUty  of  the  food  given  to  the  patients,  and  into  the  conduct  of  the  several 
officers  of  the  House. 

8.  The  Committee  shall,  on  each  visiting  day,  insert  in  a  Book  kept  for 
that  purpose  the  times  of  their  own  attendance,  of  that  of  the  Physicians 
and  Surgeons,  and  of  the  senior  and  junior  assistants. 

9.  If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  in  his  office  contrary  to  any  of  the  By-Laws 
of  this  Institution,  or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Visiting  Com- 
mittee, or  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a 
complaint  in  writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of 
the  said  complaint  shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time 
shall  be  appointed  (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for 
the  person  complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ; 
and  the  Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard 
the  defence  of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  con- 
currence and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Managers, 
suspend  or  discharge  the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  By-Laws  and 
Regulations  of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
House  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets  ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished ;  shall  examine  into  the  consumption  of 
liquors  for  hospital  purposes,  and  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order  of  all  parts 
of  the  Hospital  and  grounds ;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it  necessary 
(but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons as  to  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  and  as  to  the  daily 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants. 
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3.  Both  these  Committees  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein 
on  each  visiting  day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  on  any  of  tin 
matters  committed  to  their  care  ;  which  books  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board 
of  Managers  at  every  monthly  meeting  ; — and  that  of  the  Inspecting  Com- 
mittee shall  also  be  laid  before  the  Visiting  Committee  at  its  weekly 
meeting. 

IX. — Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and  report  to 
the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to  examine  the  Treasu- 
rer's accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together 
with  the  securities,  and  report  upon  them. 

X. — Of  the  Electing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be  members  of 
the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  Constitution 
and  By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  following  regulations : 
Three  members  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum.  A  candidate  shall 
be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the  members  present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  elec- 
tion shall  be  valid  unless  the  candidate  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  the  nomination  referred  by  it  to  the 
said  Committee.  Twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  \>e  given  of  every  meeting 
of  the  Committee. 

XI. — Stated  Meetings  of  the  Managers. 

The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the  third  Tues- 
day of  every  month,  at  such  hours  as  they  shall  order. 

XII. — Appropriations  of  Money. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the  Board,  and 
entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amounts  appropriated  shall  then  be 
drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the 
Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary ;  or,  if  he  be  absent,  by 
the  Secretary  pi-o  tern.  ;  which  orders,  with  the  receipts  of  the  person  in 
whose  favor  they  are  drawn  indorsed  thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  vouch- 
ers for  payments  made  by  him. 

XIII. — Order  of  Business. 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : — 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  Chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  (or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  appear),  and  the 
meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2,  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 
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3.  The  minute?  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall  be  taken 
up ;  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Board. 

XIV. — Amendmen  ts. 

"Amendments  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be  adopted 
only  on  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  Managers  present  at  such  meet- 
ing, not  less  than  a  quorum,  as  provided  by  Article  V.  of  the  Constitution." 


PATRONS,   ENDOWED   BEDS  AND   MEMBERSHIP. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upward,  constitutes  the  donor  a 
"  Patron  "  of  the  Institution. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate  patients 
to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privilege 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  lives ;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  years. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  constitutes  the  donor  a  life  member  of 
the  Institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 


RULES  AS  TO  THE  ADMISSION   OP  PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will 
be  examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  by 
the  Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If 
unable  to  apply  in   person,  they  shall  be  visited   at  their  homes  by  the 
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House  Physician  or  Surgeon.     In  case  of  emergency  they  may  be  admitted 
at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Eospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved. 

4.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  examining  physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  with  the 
application,  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 

RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays, 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  be  carried  into  the  wards;  they  must 
be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  be  sent  to 
the  patient. 

8.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards ;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wife 
daughter  or  sister,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital; must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends  ;  must  not  stop  or 
loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building  prompt- 
ly at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

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THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  duty  imposed  on  the  Board  of  Managers  by  Article  7 
of  the  Constitution,  of  presenting  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  previous  year  is  fulfilled  by  the  reports  of  the  physician  and 
superintendent,  house  surgeon,  pathologist,  and  treasurer,  printed 
herewith,  and  it  remains  to  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  work 
of  the  past  year  and  "  information  of  such  matters  as  may  be  of 
interest  or  importance." 

There  have  been  treated  in  the  hospital  during  the  past  year 
729  patients:  of  these  29S  were  discharged  cured,  23G  improved 
in  condition,  54  without  benefit,  52  died,  and  89  remain  under 
treatment. 

Eighty-five  per  cent,  of  these  patients  have  been  treated 
wholly  without  charge,  and  of  the  remaining  fifteen  per  cent. 
a  small  proportion  only  have  paid  the  full  price  of  $7  per  week. 

One-third  of  the  patients  have  been  Roman  Catholics,  the 
remaining  two-thirds  are  from  the  various  Protestant  denomi- 
nations. 

The  number  of  patients  has  increased  over  last  year  by  more 
than  one-fourth,  and  the  proportion  of  free  patients  is  more  than 
ten  per  cent,  larger. 

The  subject  of  free  patients  naturally  suggests  an  examination 
of  the  Treasurer's  report,  and  here,  as  we  have  had  occasion  to 
say  in  former  years,  the  view  is  not  in  all  respects  encouraging. 
The  deficiency  of  $11,938.45  of  a  year  ago  is  now  $20,588.09,. 
caused  in  large  part  by  extensive  repairs  to  the  plumbing  and 
the  increased  cost  of  supplies. 

Our  receipts  in  the  aggregate  are  less  by  some  four  thousand 
dollars.  This  decrease  is  almost  entirely  in  the  interest  received 
from  the  endowment  fund,  which,  owing  to  the  lower  rate  of 
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interest,  has  been  lessened  by  nearly  five  thousand  dollars.  On 
the  other  hand,  it  is  gratifying  to  notice  that  the  donations  to 
current  expenses  are  increased  by  $1,000. 

A  larger  benevolent  work  has  been  accomplished  than  in  any 
preceding  year,  involving  increased  expenditure.  Growing 
work  and  diminished  income  cause  the  managers  to  urge  all  the 
friends  of  the  hospital  to  remember  that  the  continuance  of  the 
usefulness  of  this  institution  must  depend  upon  the  support 
which  they  are  willing  to  afford. 

Attention  was  called  in  the  last  report  to  the  fact  that  from 
lack  of  means  the  number  of  free  patients  had  been  limited  to 
forty.  We  now  announce  that  the  limit  is  withdrawn,  and  while 
there  is  room  in  the  wards  no  needy  and  proper  subject  is  re- 
fused admission. 

This  has  been  done  with  the  hope  and  belief  that  the  churches 
to  whom  the  hospital  is  entrusted,  and  by  whose  members  it  is 
managed,  will  see  to  it  that  its  efficiency  is  never  impaired  by 
lack  of  the  needed  funds. 

As  intimated  above,  all  the  plumbing  work  in  the  hospital 
pavilion  has  bteu  renewed  under  the  careful  supervision  of  one 
of  our  managers,  Mr.  Cady ;  the  old  system  of  ventilation  was 
abandoned,  and  in  lieu  thereof  traps  of  sufficient  capacity  have 
been  placed  under  every  opening  and  pipes  carried  above  the 
roof,  through  which  the  main  soil-pipes  and  all  the  traps  are 
ventilated.  The  result  has  been  very  gratifying  and  satisfactory 
to  all  who  have  examined  the  matter,  and  it  is  believed  that  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  wards  has  been  greatly  improved. 

The  usefulness  of  the  hospital  has  been  enhanced  by  adding 
to  its  equipment  an  ambulance.  For  this  the  hospital  is  in- 
debted to  Dr.  Stickler,  of  the  house  staff,  who  presented  a  horse 
for  the  purpose,  and  to  friends  of  the  institution,  who,  through 
Mr.  Wall,  presented  the  ambulance  and  harness,  thus  relieving 
the  hospital  from  most  of- the  expense  attendant  upon  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  service. 

The  need  of  an  ambulance  has  long  been  felt,  but  the  indis- 
position to  incur  expense  might  have  put  its  adoption  far  in  the 
future  but  for  the  liberal  gifts  above  referred  to.     The  service 
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has  already  proved  its  value,  and  we  are  receiving-  from  it  nearly 
a  patient  daily — mostly  accident  cases  of  greater  or  less  severity 
sent  to  us  from  the  police  stations,  with  which  we  are  connected 
by  telegraph.  We  offer  our  thanks  to  these  donors  for  their 
gifts,  which  together  have  completed  so  great  an  addition  to  the 
usefulness  and  efficiency  of  our  institution. 

In  this  connection  we  desire  to  thank  all  of  those  who,  in  their 
kind  thoughtf ulness,  have  contributed  various  gifts  for  the  corn- 
fort  and  pleasure  of  the  patients,  a  list  of  such,  with  the  articles 
sent  by  each,  is  annexed  to  the  Superintendent's  report. 

The  past  year  has  not  failed  to  bring  grateful  acknowledg- 
ments from  those  who  have  been  treated  as  patients.  We  quote 
one  letter  in  full :

"  To  the  Directors  of  the  Presbyterian,  Hospital,  New  York  City  : 

"  Gentlemen  :  I  wish  to  express  my  heartfelt  gratitude  to  God,  arid  to  those 
in  His  service  who  have  been  originators  and  patrons  of  the  institution. 

"  I  was  sick,  and  you  visited  me  ;  I  was  a  stranger,  and  you  took  me  in.  I 
can  only  say  that  the  services  rendered  to  me  in  my  sickness  have  made  me 
realize  that,  from  the  physicians  to  the  nurses,  everybody  treated  me  with  great 
kindness  and  skill,  and  I  thank  God  on  my  knees  that  I  have  been  so  well  taken 
care  of.     God  bless  you  all.

During  the  past  year  four  of  our  number,  all  of  them  mem- 
bers of  the  original  Board  of  Managers,  have  been  called  away 
from  earthly  scenes  and  labors — our  Treasurer,  Mr.  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  Dr.  William  Adams,  Mr.  Apollos  R.  Wetmore,  and 
Mr.  Eobert  M.  Hartley. 

The  Board  has  made  a  special  record  of  its  sense  of  loss  in 
each  of  their  cases,  which  will  be  annexed  to  the  report. 

Mr.  Belknap  and  Mr.  Wetmore  both  died  suddenly,  and  up  to 
the  time  of  their  death  were  the  most  regular  attendants  upon 
our  meeting.  We  shall  long  miss  their  kindly  greetings  and 
genial  presence,  and  we  feel  their  loss  as  of  valued  friends. 

We  desire  to  express  our  sense  of  obligation  to  Rev.  Mr.  Wall, 
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our  Superintendent,  for  the  very  constant  and  faithful  care  and 
supervision  he  has  exercised  over  our  affairs. 

The  House  Staff  have  been  attentive  to  their  duties  and  have 
co-operated  with  the  Superintendent  in  all  efforts  for  the  welfare 
of  the  hospital.  The  Managers  have  had  great  satisfaction  in 
hearing  commendation  of  them  both  from  the  Superintendent 
and  the  Visiting  Staff. 

We  recognize  again  our  obligation  to  the  members  of  the 
Medical  Board  for  their  gratuitous  performance  of  the  duties 
resting  upon  them  and  for  their  interest  in  the  hospital  and  its 
reputation. 

In  closing,  we  can  say  that  the  hospital  is  full  to  overflowing. 
It  has  never  been  more  efficient  in  the  work  for  which  it  was 
designed  than  now.  Our  greatest  need  is  for  earnest  Christian 
sympathy,  which  will  express  itself  in  constant  and  adequate 
material  support. 

As  we  have  said  above,  we  have  removed  all  limit  upon  free 
patients.  To  the  sick  and  needy  our  doors  are  open  so  long  as 
room  remains.  To  do  this  we  have  steadily  reduced  our  endow- 
ment. To  recover  the  lost  ground  and  to  secure  us  against  a  sim- 
ilar reduction  in  the  future  an  attempt  has  been  made,  and  is 
now  being  made,  to  add  $100,000  to  our  invested  funds.  If  we 
accomplish  this  Mr.  Robert  L.  Stuart,  our  President,  has  offered 
an  additional  $50,000.  About  $60,000  of  the  needed  $100,000 
has  been  raised.  Can  we  have  the  remainder '?  This  appeals 
chiefly  to  persons  of  large  means,  but  we  need  and  ask  for 
contributions  from  others.  Small  sums,  regularly  contributed 
toward  our  annual  expenses,  will  supply  the  place  of  interest  on 
invested  funds,  and  serve  the  double  purpose  of  supplying  our 
need  and  of  adding  to  the  number  of  those  feeling  a  direct  and 
personal  interest  in  our  work. 

Begging  is  never  popular,  but  so  long  as  the  churches  who 
have  accepted  this  institution  as  their  care  fail  to  meet  its  neces- 
sary expenses  by  their  contributions,  so  long  we  fear  a  begging 
petition  will  form  an  indispensible  part  of  our  Annual  Report. 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  notice 
of  the  death  of 

Mr.  Aaron  B.  Belknap 

submitted  the  following,  viz. : — 

"  With  feelings  of  unfeigned  sorrow  this  Board  records  the  decease 
of  our  Treasurer  and  beloved  colaborer,  Mr.  Aaron  B.  Belknap,  which 
Bad  event  occurred  on  the  4th  day  of  June  last.  It  is  but  a  short  time 
since  we  noted  in  our  minutes  the  loss  of  Mr.  Lenox,  the  founder  of 
this  Hospital,  and  now  place  almost  beside  it  our  testimony  to  the 
character  of  Mr.  Belknap,  the  faithful  Treasurer  of  the  Institution  since 
its  foundation,  who  was  suddenly  called  from  his  life  of  grateful  service 
here  to  that  life  which  lies  beyond.  We  may  say  of  him,  with  that 
reserve  which  all  human  imperfections  involve,  that  he  '  walked  with 
God,'  and  exclaim  together,  in  words  repeated  at  his  funeral,  '  Behold 
the  way  of  the  upright  man  the  end  of  that  man  is  peace.'  We  all 
place  a  high  estimate  upon  the  fidelity  with  which  he  discharged  his 
duties  to  the  Hospital,  as  Manager  and  Treasurer,  always  bearing  him- 
self among  us  as  a  model  Christian  gentleman,  and  breathing,  as  it 
seemed  to  us,  the  atmosphere  of  that  grace  of  charity  which  is  repre- 
sented as  '  free  from  envy,  never  behaving  itself  unseemly,  not  easily 
provoked,  and  thinking  no  evil.'  This  record  we  make  of  him  as  an 
esteemed  associate,  whom  most  of  us  knew  also  as  a  personal  friend 
whose  memory  we  shall  cherish." 
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The  following  is  the  minute  presented  in  reference  to 
the  death  of 

Eev.  "William  Adams,  D.D. 

"  The  Providence  of  God  having  removed  from  our  midst  the  Eev. 
William  Adams,  D.D.,  it  is  fitting  that  a  special  minute  be  entered  on 
our  records  of  one  who  has  been  identified  with  this  Hospital  from  its 
inception,  having  attended  the  first  meeting  called  by  Mr.  Lenox,  and 
was  one  of  its  original  corporators,  and  has  ever  been  an  active  and 
prominent  manager  from  its  commencement ;  his  regular  attendance 
at  its  meetings  and  the  deep  interest  always  manifested  will  be  held  in 
special  remembrance  by  his  associates.     Therefore, 

"  Resolved:  That  the  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  lament- 
ing the  death  of  their  late  associate,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D., 
desire  to  place  on  record  their  high  estimate  of  his  noble  Christian 
character  and  his  devotion  to  every  good  work,  and  especially  his  deep 
interest  in  everything  connected  with  the  prosperity  of  this  Institution, 
and  their  sincere  sympathy  with  his  afflicted  family. " 
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The  Committee  appointed  to  draft  and  present  a  suit- 
able minute  in  reference  to  the  death  of 

Apollos  Hussell  Wetmore 

presented  the  following,  viz.: — 

"Another  colaborer  has  fallen  by  our  side — another  faithful  co- 
worker has  gone  from  his  work  to  his  reward.  At  the  advanced  age  of 
eighty-five  years,  Apollos  R.  Wetmore  has  been  called  to  his  rest.  His 
life  has  been  one  of  ceaseless  activity  in  his  Master's  work.  From  the 
moment  he  gave  his  heart  to  Christ,  he  dedicated  his  life  to  His  ser- 
vice, and  the  controlling  aim  of  his  subsequent  years  seemB  to  have 
been  how  most  earnestly  to  respond  to  the  heavenly  injunction  '  Go 
work  in  my  vineyard.'  No  individual  in  our  community  has  had  so 
large  a  share  in  organizing  the  many  philanthropic  enterprises  in  our 
midst,  all  designed  and  successfully  working  for  the  benefit  of  the 
various  classes  of  our  community  :  relieving  the  poor  and  the  suffer- 
ing— protecting  the  weak — raising  the  fallen — and  extending  the  Mas- 
ter's kingdom.  One  element  contributing  perhaps  to  his  long  life  and 
general  health  may  be  found  in  the  constant  activity  which  his  con- 
tinued interest  in  these  various  objects  induced,  and  which  were  to  his 
closing  hours  subjects  of  his  constant  care  and  solicitude.  But  this 
noble  life  has  closed.  As  might  have  been  expected,  his  end  was  peace. 
HaviDg  retired  in  his  usual  health  and  cheerfulness  in  the  evening  of 
January  20th,  he  passed  during  the  night,  apparently  without  a  pain 
or  a  struggle,  '  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord.'  '  Having  served  his  genera- 
tion, by  the  will  of  God  he  fell  on  sleep.'  '  He  walked  with  God,  and 
was  not,  for  God  took  him.'  Few  men,  have  been  endowed  with  the 
large-hearted  Christian  philanthropy  of  Russell  Wetmore,  and  few  have 
been  accorded  grace  to  follow  through  so  long  a  life  so  closely  in  the 
footsteps  of  the  Divine  Master.  Let  us  follow  him  as  he  followed 
Christ.  '  May  we  die  the  death  of  the  righteous,  and  may  our  last  end 
be  like  his.' "

CHARTER. 
AN  ACT 

TO   FOUND  A  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL   IN   THE   CITY   OP   NEW  YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868.—  Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  Win.  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  Wm.  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaff ray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Wm.  M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
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for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  thnt  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  till  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  ajjquorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorizedto  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

ARTICLE  n. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of!  an  Institution  for  th3  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the;  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED  BEDS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
th3  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  "Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  ba  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
uutil  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 

ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  viitue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion; authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rales,  and  R;gulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
B^ard  of  Managers ;  but  whan  special  meetings  are  called,  thetime  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting ;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year ;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society ;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes, 
and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to.  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose ;  and 
shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers. 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS. 


I. — Of  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  otlier  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

II. — Of  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  lent,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

III. — Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds, 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  ujion  receiving  them.  He 
shall  caus.e  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

IV. — Of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Of  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VII. — Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

8.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

.  4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ants, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next  meeting;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay  roll  and  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor ;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee  ;  and  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

VIII. — Op  the  Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer — of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com- 
pliance with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X. — Op  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets  ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished  ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds ;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XL — Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Op  the  Medical  Boakd. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  six  Attending  Physicians,  and 
six  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistant  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XIV. — Op  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  twenty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominaet 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  $3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  .$4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

XV. — Of  Appropriations  of  Money. 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  pro  tern., 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

XVI.— Of  Complaints,  Suspensions,  cr  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 

XVII. — Order  of  Business. 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : — 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 
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4.  Treasurer's  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent, provided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers. 
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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  last  report  of  the  Board  of  Managers  was  made  in  April, 
18S1.  In  consequence  of  a  change  in  the  time  of  holding  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Society  to  the  month  of  October,  the 
present  report  covers  a  period  of  nineteen  months. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer,  Superintendent,  House  Physi- 
cian, House  Surgeon,  and  Pathologist  exhibit  the  workings  of 
the  Hospital  in  its  several  departments. 

The  total  number  of  patients  received  during  the  past 

nineteen  months  is 1,91S 

The  number  received  during  the  first  seven  months  of 

this  period 716 

And  the  number  treated  during  the  past  year 1,202 

The  number  treated  during  the  last  year  is  almost  double  that 
of  those  received  during  the  year  preceding  April,  1881,  and 
87i  per  cent,  of  this  number  have  been  free  patients  of  various 
nationalities  and  various  religious  persuasions.  The  capabilities 
of  the  Institution  have  been  at  times  taxed  to  their  utmost  ex- 
tent for  want  of  room. 

An  unusually  large  number  of  so-called  "  accident  cases  "  have 
been  received  and  treated.  The  ambulance  service,  which  is 
specially  needed  for  such  cases,  has  been  admirably  managed. 
More  than  six  hundred  persons  have  received  prompt  assistance 
through  its  means.  Telegraphic  communication  is  kept  up  with 
the  Police  Station,  and,  in  the  great  majority  of  instances,  the 
House  Surgeon  has  reached  the  place  of  the  accident,  and  taken 
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charge  of  the  sufferer,  in  less  than  ten  minutes  from  its  an- 
nouncement. 

A  large  number  of  these  cases  are  among  the  laboring  class, 
and  in  many  of  them  the  saving  of  a  life  has  depended  upon 
the  prompt  attendance  effected  by  means  of  the  ambulance. 

The  effort  to  increase  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Hospital, 
started  by  Mr.  Robert  L.  Stuart,  and  referred  to  in  the  last  re- 
port, has  been  successfully  consummated. 

Mr.  Robert  Gordon,  a  much  respected  resident  of  this  city, 
who  died  a  few  months  since,  devised  his  residuary  estate  to  the 
Hospital,  which  supplied  a  much-needed  addition  to  its  re- 
sources. 

But  the  increase  of  the  permanent  fund  does  not  enable  the' 
Institution  to  provide  an  income  adequate  to  the  annual  expen- 
diture. The  low  rates  of  interest,  the  large  cost  of  necessaries, 
and  the  increasing  number  of  patients,  are  more  than  a  set-off 
against  the  additional  endowment.  The  Institution  must  con- 
tinue, as  heretofore,  to  depend  in  large  part  upon  the  benefac- 
tions of  its  friends  to  make  up  what  must  be  otherwise  a  yearly 
deficit. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  benevolent  of  this  city, 
whether  of  the  Presbyterian  or  other  churches,  seem  to  under- 
stand more  fully  than  formerly  that  this  Institution  freely 
bestows  its  benefits  upon  individuals  of  all  creeds  without  dis- 
crimination, and  there  is  reason  to  expect  an  enlarged  interest 
in  its  welfare.  The  Reformed  and  Congregational  Churches 
are  represented  in  the  Board,  and  not  a  few  of  their  members 
have  been  generous  givers. 

The  nationality  and  religious  persuasion  of  our  beneficiaries 
may  be  noted  in  the  Superintendent's  Report. 

Special  acknowledgment  is  due  to  Dr.  Thomas  A.  McBride, 
of  the  Medical  Board,  and  friends  of  his,  who  have  donated  and 
placed  in  each  of  the  medical  wards  permanent  electrical  bat- 
teries, and  in  the  operating  room  a  cautery  battery.  They  are 
said  to  be  as  complete  as  any  in  the  country,  and  form  a  valu- 
able addition  to  the  equipment  of  the  Hospital. 

Other  friends  have  continued  their  interest  in  the  Institution. 
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Gifts  enumerated  elsewhere  of  money,  books,  papers,  flowers, 
clothing,  and  various  articles  for  the  comfort  of  patients  have 
been  liberally  bestowed. 

The  Board  recognize  the  self-denying  and  gratuitous  service 
rendered  by  the  physicians  and  surgeons  of  the  Medical  Board, 
and  also  that  of  the  members  of  the  House  Staff,  whose  duties 
have  been  more  onerous  than  heretofore,  owing  to  the  increased 
number  of  patients  and  the  demands  of  the  ambulance 
service. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  continues  to  possess  the 
undiminished  confidence  of  the  Board.  The  details  given  in 
his  report  are  of  special  interest. 

The  attention  of  the  Society  is  invited  to  the  fact  that  the 
valuable  block  of  land  donated  to  the  Hospital  by  its  honored 
founder,  the  late  Mr.  Lenox,  is  capable  of  containing  additional 
pavilions,  which,  if  erected,  would  accommodate  thrice  the 
number  of  the  existing  beds.  The  present  buildings  are  so 
placed  that  the  now  vacant  space  could  be  thus  improved  with 
great  advantages  of  light  and  air  to  all  the  buildings.  There 
would  be  no  corresponding  increase  of  expenditure.  The  exist- 
ing administration  could  take  charge  of  a  much  larger  number 
of  patients  with  but  slightly  increased  cost  of  superintendence, 
and  the  cost  per  capitem  of  a  patient's  support  would  be  con- 
siderably diminished. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  friends  of  this  hospital  will  keep  in 
mind  the  favorable  opportunities  thus  opened  for  a  wise  giving 
of  money  for  a  permanent  charity,  whose  benefits  are  extended 
to  all  classes  in  this  great  city.

We  are  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  another  of  our  oldest  members, 
Mr.  R.  M.  Hartley,  associated  for  more  than  forty  years  in  the  same 
church  with  our  late  friend,  Mr.  A.  R.  Wetmore.  They  worked  to- 
gether, not  only  in  the  Church,  but  in  this  Board,  and  various  other 
benevolent  and  religious  societies.  Their  names  are  held  in  honored 
remembrance  in  thousands  of  families,  who  have  been  aided  by  their 
wise  counsels  and  Christian  sympathy.  Of  each  it  might  be  said,  "  in 
whatever  sphere  he  moved  the  friendless  had  a  friend,  the  fatherless 
a  father."  Mr.  Hartley's  connection  with  this  institution  dates  from 
its  beginning,  when  he  was  invited  by  Mr.  Lenox  to  be  one  of  its 
Managers.  He  was  the  Secretary  of  its  first  meeting,  and  at  the  first 
election  of  officers  was  chosen  Corresponding  Secretary.  After  eight 
years'  service  he  was  obliged  to  resign  this  position,  but  those  who 
were  associated  with  him  at  that  time  will  remember  the  ability  and 
felicity  of  expression  which  characterized  the  annual  reports  presented 
by  him.  In  the  success  of  the  hospital  he  took  the  deepest  interest, 
and  his  attendance  on  the  duties  required  of  him  by  his  official  posi- 
tion, and  as  a  Manager,  were  as  constant  as  the  state  of  his  health 
would  permit.  He  continued  to  act  as  one  of  the  Managers  till  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  on  March  3,  1881,  in  the  eighty-sixth 
year  of  his  age.

CHARTER. 

AN  ACT 

POUND  A   PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL   IN   THE   CITY   OP   NEW   YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868.— Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  JSfew  YorTc,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section.

Belknap,  Wm.  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Wm.  M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  tbe  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
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for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Sujicrintendent  and  Chaplain;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorizedto  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTIO 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 


The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 


ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 


The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 


ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 


The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED   BEDS. 


The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
the  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
until  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 


ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VL 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting ;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society.

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ARTICLE   VII. 

MEETINGS   OP   THE   BOAKD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers ;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting ;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings.] 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

t 

ANNUAL    MEETING.  .\, 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting ;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year ;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society ;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes, 
and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose.  | 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose ;  and 
shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Mana- 
gers.J 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS. 


I. — Op  toe  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

II. — Of  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

HI. — Op  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds, 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

TV — Op  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Op  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  apjooint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VII. — Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ants, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  iiny  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next  meeting;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay  roll  aud  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor ;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee ;  and  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

VIII. — Of  the  Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer — of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financir" 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com- 
pliance with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership ;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X. — Of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets  ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds ;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XL — Op  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Op  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  six  Attending  Physicians,  and 
six  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistant  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XIV. — Of  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  twenty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  $3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  $4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided 
for,  may  be  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify 
the  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so 
paid  in  shall  not  equal  the  sums  recpiired  under  the  preceding  sections,  the 
amounts  received  shall  constitute  a  portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the  donor. 

6.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

[XV.— Of  Appropriations  of  Money. 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  fro  tern., 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

XVI. — Of  Complaints,  Suspensions,  or  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XVII. — Order  of  Business. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : — 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer's  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent provided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers.

The  exercises  consisted  of  reading  a  portion  of  Scripture, 
followed  by  prayer,  by  Rev.  Talbot  W.  Chambers,  D.D.,  and 
by  the  singing  of  hymns,  and  addresses  by  Rev.  John  Hall, 
D.D.,  and  by  Rev.  Arthur  Mitchell,  D.D.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 

George  F.  Shrady,  M.D.,  one  of  the  Visiting  Surgeons,  gave 
some  details  of  the  practical  work  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  containing 
the  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  was  distributed  among  the  audi- 
ence. 

After  singing  a  doxology,  Rev.  Dr.  Hall  pronounced  the 
Benediction. 
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FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


Our  fifteenth  animal  report  is  one  of  greatly  increased  labor 
and  usefulness. 

Twelve  hundred  and  twenty-three  patients  have  been  ad- 
mitted during  the  year,  and,  including  those  in  the  Hospital  at 
last  report,  1,297  have  been  treated. 

The  rapid  increase  of  our  benevolent  work  is  most  clearly 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  one-half  of  all  the  patients  treated 
since  the  Hospital  was  opened  have  been  cared  for  in  the  past 
three  years. 

The  details  of  the  work  are  carefully  set  forth  in  the  Super- 
intendent's Report,  and  need  not  be  here  repeated.  The  ambu- 
lance service  deserves  special  mention.  Forty-three  per  cent, 
of  all  admissions  during  the  year  have  been  brought  by  the 
ambulance  in  response  to  calls  from  the  23d  and  28th  Police 
Precincts.  Nearly  all  were  accident  cases,  and  most  were  work- 
ingmen  injured  while  engaged  upon  the  many  new  buildings 
in  the  district  east  of  Central  Park.  All  these  patients  were  in 
our  wards,  receiving  the  best  care  we  could  bestow,  within  a 
very  few  minutes  after  the  call  had  reached  the  Hospital. 

In  this  connection  we  mention  the  kind  liberality  of  Mr. 
Donald  McKay  and  his  partner,  Mr.  James  A.  Trowbridge, 
who  gave  $600  for  a  new  ambulance,  and  also  of  Messrs.  Brew- 
ster &  Co.,  of  Broome  Street,  who,  being  employed  to  furnish  it, 
spared  no  expense,  but  constructed  it  in  the  most  perfect  manner 
and  donated  to  the  Hospital  the  additional  cost  of  about  $400. 

Almost  every  nationality  and  walk  of  life,  and  all  religious 
persuasions,  have  been  represented  among  the  patients,  and 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  best  care  the  Institution  can 
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afford  has  been  freely  given  to  every  needy  one,  the  thoroughly 
catholic  spirit  of  this  charity  will  be  understood. 

Mr.  ileber  11.  Bishop  has  supplied  a  long-felt  want  by  his  gener- 
ous gift  of  an  elevator.  Nothing  could  add  more  to  the  comfort 
of  incoming  patients,  especially  those  suffering  from  fractures. 

Additional  room  is  imperatively  needed.  The  limit  of  what 
the  Institution  can  do  with  its  present  accommodations  has  been 
reached ;  any  enlargement  of  its  usefulness  will  require  addi- 
tional buildings.  A  ward  for  children  is  one  of  the  most  press- 
ing wants ;  the  number  of  these  needing  hospital  care  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  Another  urgent  need  is  a  ward  for  cases 
that  it  is  desirable  to  isolate.  The  friends  of  the  Hospital  are 
earnestly  urged,  to  enable  the  Managers  to  meet  these  most 
pressing  wants. 

Evidences  of  sympathy  in  our  work  are  seen  in  the  many  gifts 
of  clothing,  books  and  papers,  plants  and  flowers,  sent  in  by 
friends  from  time  to  time.  These  add  to  the  comforts  of  the 
sick,  and  cheer  them  with  the  thought  that  although  strangers, 
they  are  kindly  remembered. 

Death  has  been  more  busy  than  ever  among  the  ranks  of  the 
Managers.  Three  have  left  us  during  the  past  year ;  two  of 
them  were  among  the  original  incorporators,  and  two  rilled  the 
highest  office  of  the  Hospital.  Special  resolutions  have  been 
passed  by  the  Board  regarding  them,  which  are  printed  with  this 
report.  As  we  feel  their  loss,  we  would  recognize  an  increased 
burden  of  duty  and  responsibility  upon  those  who  remain. 

The  Board  are  not  unmindful  of  the  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
who  have  so  unselfishly  given  their  services — and  the  House 
Staff  have  been  unremitting  in  their  attention  to  the  wants  of 
the  patients,  both  by  clay  and  night. 

During  the  past  year  the  buildings  have  been  carefully  examined 
and  thoroughly  repaired,  and  at  present  are  in  excellent  order. 

The  numbers  needing  the  aid  of  this  charity  are  increasing 
rapidly  with  the  growth  of  our  city,  and  the  increased  cost  of  liv- 
ing therein.  The  charitable  can  make  no  better  use  of  money 
consecrated  to  well-doing  than  to  enlarge  and  increase  the  work 
*of  such  an  Institution.

Whereas,  He  was  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, and  until  recently  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, from  which  position  Ik;  was  only  relieved  at  his 
own  urgent  reqnest  in  consequent  of  failing  health  ;  and, 

Whereas,  lie  contributed  largely  of  his  means  tii- 
the  foundation  of  the  Hospital,  and  afterward  for  its  main- 
tenance, and  for  the  increase  of  its  permanent  fund  with 
the  view  of  extending  its  usefulness  ;  and, 

Whereas,  lie  was  always  punctual  and  faithful  in  his 
attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  vari- 
ous committees  of  which  he  was  a  member,  rarely  or 
never  being  absent  except  when  detained  by  sickness,  thus 
evincing  the  warmest  interest  in  everything  pertaining  to 
the  prosperity  of  the  Hospital  both  by  his  generous  pecu- 
niary benefactions  and  by  the  conscientious  devotion  of  a 
considerable  portion  of  his  valuable  time  and  experience 
toward  its  management.     Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, deeply  lamenting  the  death  of  their  late  president 
and  associate,  Hobert  L.  Stuart,  deem  it  not  only  their

WILLIAM  E.  DODGE. 

We  are  again  called  upon  to  record  the  death  of  another 
of  the  original  managers  of  this  Hospital,  the  Hon.  Wil- 
liam E.  Dodge,  who  departed  this  life  on  the  9th  day  of 
February  last,  in  the  seventy-eighth  year  of  his  age. 

These  vacancies,  quietly  and  stealthily,  month  after 
month,  are  being  created  in  our  Board.  Others  can  come 
in  and  sit  in  their  places,  but  that  does  not  destroy  the 
vacancies ;  there  are  niches  that  only  one  figure  can  fill. 
His  cheerful  face  and  wise  counsel  will  be  missed  from 
the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  scriptures  teach  us,  "  That  whosoever  will  be  chief 
among  you  let  him  be  your  servant ;  even  as  the  Son  of 
man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister." 
These  words  of  our  Saviour  were  eminently  fulfilled  in  the 
life  of  Mr.  Dodge. 

He  was  one  of  those  active  and  earnest  men  who  are 
always  found  when  any  good  work  is  to  be  done  for  the 
Master ;  full  of  sympathy  for  the  sick,  the  destitute,  and 
the  afflicted ;  so  that  when  his  body  began  to  show  the 
least  sign  of  inability  to  perform  its  accustomed  work  of 
benevolence  and  love  his  great  loving  heart  ceased  to 
beat,  and  our  friend  passed  gently  over  to  the  other  side.

"  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  are  filled  with 
profound  grief  by  the  death  of  its  president,  ex-Governor  Edwin  D. 
Morgan,  who  rose  by  his  own  exertions  and  merits  to  the  highest  posi- 
tions, social,  mercantile,  moral,  and  political,  in  the  city,  State,  and 
nation.  His  death  is  an  almost  irreparable  loss  to  tte  communitj'  in 
which,  during  an  active,  extremely  useful,  and  eventful  life,  he  did  so 
much  for  his  fellow  men.

CHARTER. 

AN  ACT 

TO   FOUND  A   PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL   IN   THE   CITY    OP    NEW    YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868.—  Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorl\  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty- two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  Win.  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  Win,  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  "Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Win.  M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
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for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  "Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board,  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  wbich  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  8d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "  The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE    SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED   BEDS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
the  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
until  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 


ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each ;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two-  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 


CONSTITUTION. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE    BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.     Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 

be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice  President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  live  members  of  the 
Board  of  Manag  ire;  but  wh  >n  special  msetings  are  called,  thetime  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

ANNUAL     MEETING. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes, 
and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS 


I. — Of  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

II. — Of  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

III. — Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds, 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,*  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

rv. — Of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  liuve  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Of  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VII. — Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ants, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next  meeting ;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay  roll  and  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee ;  and  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

VIII. — Of  the  Finance  Committee. 

1 .  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer — of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com- 
pliance with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Op  the  Nominating  Committee. 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership ;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X.— Of  the  Inspecting  Committi  i 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  Rales  and  R<  gn- 

lations  of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  ami  dead-house, .water  and  bathing  closets ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished  ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds;  and  shall  also,  when  they  da  m  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 


XI. — Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Of  the  Medical  Boakd. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  six  Attending  Physicians,  and 
six  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XIV. — Of  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  t-.venty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  $3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  $4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided 
for,  maybe  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify 
the  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so 
paid  in  shall  not  equal  the  sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the 
amounts  received  shall  constitute  a  portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses 

•of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the  donor. 

6.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XV. — Of  Appropriations  of  Money. 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  fro  tern., 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 


XVI. — Of  Complaints,  Suspensions,  or  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital, 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XVII. — Order  of  Business. 
The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer's  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent, provided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers.; 


PATRONS,  ENDOWED  BEDS,  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 


A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upward  constitutes  the  donor  a 
"Patron"  of  the  Institution. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privilege 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  lives ;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  years. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  constitutes  the  donor  a  life  member 
of  the  Institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 


FORM  OE  RECEIPT  FOR  PARTIAL  PAYMENTS  TOWARD 
ENDOWED  BEDS. 

"  Received  from the  sum  of  $ the  same  being 

a  gift  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

"  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  should by  subsequent 

gifts  contribute  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $5,000,  thereupon  the  Board  of 

Managers  'will  issue  to a  certificate  granting  the  right  to 

nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the 
Common  "Wards  of  said  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients 
as  are  now  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  said  Board.  Such  right 
may  be  exercised  by  the  said and succes- 
sors in  perpetuity,  provided  that  such  successor  be  appointed  in  writing  by 

will,  or  otherwise  by or  each  appointee  in  succession,  and 

failing  such  appointment  such  right  shall  cease." 


EULES  AS  TO   THE  ADMISSION   OF  PATIENTS. 


1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  "will  1»<; 
examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  hy  the 
Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon.  In  case  of  emergency  they  may  be  admitted  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital ;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  jjhysician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved. 

4.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  examining  physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompauied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  with  the 
application,  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 


EULES  FOE  VTSITOES. 

1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  othek  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  be  carried  into  the  wards;  they 
must  be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  be  sent 
to  the  patient. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 
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4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son,  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards ;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wife, 
daughter,  or  sister,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital; must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop 
or  loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of 
New  York : 
In  compliance  with  the  seventh  Article  of  our  Constitution, 
the  Board  of  Managers  make  the  following  report  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Hospital  during  the  year  last  past. 

They  do  this,  chiefly,  in  the  form  of  separate  reports  to  them 
by  the  Treasurer,  the  Superintendent,  the  House  Physician,  the 
House  Surgeon,  and  Pathologist.  These  are  submitted  herewith, 
and  having  been  accepted  and  approved  by  the  Board,  are  au- 
thoritative details  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society,  its  practical  results, 
and  the  state  of  its  funds  and  property. 

Upon  the  facts  included  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent, 
we  remark : 

A  larger  number  of  patients  were  treated  during  this  year  than 
during  any  year  since  the  Hospital  opened,  exceeding  last  year 
by  245,  and  the  days  of  treatment  by  5,679. 

The  average  time  of  the  patients  in  the  Hospital  was  less  than 
last  year,  showing  a  more  active  service.  Thirty-nine  and  four- 
tenths  percent,  of  the  patients  were  brought  in  by  the  ambulance. 
An  examination  of  the  table  of  nationalities  will  show  how 
wide-reaching  this  benevolence  is,  and  no  business  or  profession 
is  exempt  from  the  changes  and  misfortunes  that  make  a  charity 
of  this  kind  necessary. 

A  larger  number  of  the  patients  have  come  from  the  churches 
and  chapels  than  in  former  years.  This  is  due  to  the  interest  in 
the  Hospital  awakened  in  the  churches  during  the  last  winter. 
This  is  realizing  more  perfectly  the  design  of  the  founders,  who, 
while  they  meant  this  hospital  to  be  the  agent  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  her  organized  charity  for  the  benefit  of  the  sick  and 
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suffering  among  the  poor  of  all  classes,  also  meant  that  the  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  should  be  the  asylum  for  those  of  the  "house- 
hold of  faith  "  needing  its  care. 

The  excellent  results  shown  in  the  large  proportion  of  "  cured  " 
and  "  improved  "  patients,  and  the  very  low  death-rate,  show  con- 
clusively, under  Providence,  the  skill  and  efficiency  of  our  physi- 
cians, the  constant  care  of  experienced  nurses,  and  the  unceasing 
attention  on  the  part  of  officers  to  all  the  details  of  hygiene ; 
for  it  is  on  these — together  with  a  generous  diet — that  the  suc- 
cessful care  of  the  sick  depends. 

A  brief  table  of  facts  appearing  in  the  reports  as  to  the  pa- 
tients who  have  been  received  into  the  Hospital  may  well  be  in- 
serted here.

To  illustrate  that  our  Hospital — though  Presbyterian  in  con- 
trol— is  free  to  all,  we  find  our  patients  classified  as  follow r8  :

A  large  number  of  books,  pamphlets,  garments,  etc.,  have  been 
donated  by  kind  friends. 

The  cost  of  food — before  preparation — for  all  tables,  has  been 
29T8¥  cents  per  day,  for  each  patient. 

Increased  accommodation  for  patients  is  very  necessary.  It 
is  desirable  to  vacate  a  ward  occasionally,  for  various  reasons. 
This  would  have  been  impossible  during  the  past  year,  without 
overcrowding  the  other  wards.  A  proper  building  for  the  am- 
bulance service  is  also  greatly  needed.  We  are  using  a  building 
intended  for  another  purpose,  and  it  is  altogether  too  straitened 
to  meet  our  present  wants. 

We  are  able  to  report  that  the  increased  duties  of  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  staff  have  been  discharged  with  fidelity,  and  skill, 
We  also  avail  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  of  our  annual  report 
to  acknowledge  once  more  the  continued  manifestation  of  per- 
sonal devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  on  the  part  of  the 
physicians  and  surgeons  who  belong  to  the  Medical  Board. 

We  report  our  continued  satisfaction  with  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Hospital — Rev.  Thomas  Gr.  Wall.  He  has  been  almost 
without  any  intermission  at  his  post,  and  the  many  duties  of  his 
office  have  been  well  fulfilled. 

We  had  hoped  that  we  were  not  so  soon  again  to  be  mourners 
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for  the  death  of  a  President  of  our  Board.  Within  the  period, 
not  long,  beginning  in  February,  1880,  when  our  first  President, 
the  founder  of  the  Hospital,  died,  his  successors  in  office,  Mr. 
Robert  L.  Stewart,  Ex-Governor  Morgan,  and  Mr.  George  W. 
Lane  have  died.  The  death  of  Mr.  Lane  since  our  last  Annual 
Meeting  was  a  great  loss  to  our  Institution.  He  had  large  ex- 
ecutive experience,  and  he  was,  by  temperament,  peculiarly  fitted 
for  charity  trusts.  Superadded  to  the  esteem  felt  toward  him 
by  those  who  knew  him,  there  was  a  personal  tenderness  which 
drew  to  him  the  hearts  of  all. 

The  friends  of  the  Hospital  must  bear  in  mind  that  the  in- 
creased expense  of  the  Hospital  is  a  strong  appeal  to  them. 
Arising,  as  it  does,  from  increased  Hospital  work,  and  the  in- 
crease of  patients,  it  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction.  The  Hospital 
was  conceived  on  purpose  to  do  this  work,  and  it  was  organized 
on  a  plan  for  great  enlargement. 

The  demand  for  both  is  a  testimonial  to  the  wisdom  of  the 
founders  and  of  the  management. 

We  thank  the  liberal  donors  in  the  past,  and  wre  appeal  for 
larger  gifts,  both  for  current  expenses  and  for  building  and  en- 
dowment funds. 

We  hope  soon  to  see  every  church  which  is  in  sympathy  with 
our  Hospital  well  advanced  in  its  movement  to  have  a  distinct 
endowment  of  a  free  bed  in  the  Hospital. 


GEORGE  W.  LANE. 

Mr.   George  W.  Lane,  President  of  the  Presbyterian 

Hospital  since  April  10,  1883,  and  a  member  of  the  Board 
since  1872,  died  at  his  residence  in  this  city  on  the  morn- 
ing of  Sunday,  December  30,  1883.  He  was  a  man  of 
modest  bearing,  retiring  disposition,  indomitable  will,  and 
sound  judgment,  and  was  called  suddenly  from  active 
service  here  to  the  higher  service  above.  Coming  to  this 
city  at  an  early  age,  with  no  one  to  rely  upon  but  himself, 
he  grew  to  manhood  with  the  growth  of  the  city,  and 
won  for  himself  a  name  and  place  worthy  of  all  honor. 
Though  our  President  for  so  short  a  time  it  is  fitting  that 
this  Board  should  make  a  special  minute  of  the  sad  loss 
it  lias  sustained.  It  is  pleasant  to  remember  that  one  of 
the  last  acts  of  Mr.  Lane  on  behalf  of  this  Institution  was 
to  preside  at  a  meeting  of  ministers  and  elders  of  the 
Presbyterian  and  allied  churches  of  New  York,  held  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  them  information,  and  increasing 
their  interest  in  the  Hospital  he  loved  so  well.  The  work 
he  did  so  effectively  in  the  many  positions  of  honor  and 
trust  conferred  upon  him  now  falls  into  other  hands.  We 
can  best  honor  his  memory  here  by  carrying  on  the  work 
of  this  Hospital  with  the  same  earnestness  and  wisdom 
for  which  he  was  distinguished.

A.  ROBERTSON  WALSH. 

It  was  announced  to  the  Board  that  the  death  of  Mr. 
A.  Robertson  Walsh  occurred  on  the  17th  day  of  April 
last,  whereupon  the  following  entry  was  directed  to  be 
made  in  the  minutes,  and  a  copy  to  be  sent  to  Mr.  Walsh's 
family  : 

"  The  Board  of  Managers  record  the  death  of  their  late 
associate,  Mr.  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  which  took  place  at 
his  home  in  Stamford,  on  the  17th  day  of  April  last.  He 
was  one  of  the  thirty-two  gentlemen  who  composed  the 
first  Board  of  Managers,  and  named  as  such  in  the  charter 
of  the  Institution.  Only  three  of  this  number  now  re- 
main in  the  Board.  Mr.  Walsh  had  peculiar  fitness  for 
this  position.  His  experience  as  a  merchant,  his  habit  of 
doing  everything  promptly  and  thoroughly,  his  calm  judg- 
ment in  the  treatment  of  difficult  questions,  his  dignity 
of  bearing  and  integrity  of  purpose,  contributed  to  make 
him  conspicuously  useful  in  the  service  of  the  Hospital. 
The  managers  desire  to  express  their  earnest  sympathy  to 
the  members  of  his  family.''

CHAETER. 
AN  ACT 

TO   POUND  A   PRESBYTERIAN   HOSPITAL   IN   THE   CITY   OP    NEW   YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868. — diopter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  JVeio  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  Wm.  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  Wm.  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Plenry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Wm.  M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office

for  the  fame  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  tlivir  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  membi  rs  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  theplaci  3  of  the  said  classes  shall  I"  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eighl  Mi  ball  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  .Man- 

agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  year.-. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  lill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings, 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  becomi 
sessed,  so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be'  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

Tne  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED   BEDS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
the  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  he  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
until  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 


ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  he  applied  to  advance  the  g<  nera] 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

» 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty- 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording- 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  Jhe  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting ;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS   OP   THE   BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  oh  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers ;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting ;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting ;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year ;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society ;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes, 
and  the  four  ex-offido  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  ease  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
jjose  ;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS. 


I. — Op  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

II. — Op  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

III. — Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

IV. — Op  the  Recording-  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the

Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Of  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditiug  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 


VII. — Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ants, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  off ender,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next  meeting;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  haying  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursement-  from 

time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-roll  and  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor  ;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee;  and  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

VIII. — Of  tiie  Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer — of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com 
pliance  with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Op  the  Nominating  Committee. 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership ;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X. — Of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  Eules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished  ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds ;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XI. — Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Of  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  six  Attending  Physicians,  and 
six  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XIV. — Of  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  twenty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  $3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  $4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided 
for,  maybe  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify 
the  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so 
paid  in  shall  not  equal  the  sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the 
amounts  received  shall  constitute  a  portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the  donor. 

6.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 

XV. — Op  Appropriations  of  Money. 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  pro  tern., 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

XVI. — Op  Complaints,  Suspensions,  or  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital, 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
4 
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XVII. — Order  of  Business. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer's  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent, provided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers. 


PATRONS,  ENDOWED  BEDS,  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 


A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upward  constitutes  the  donor  a 
"Patron"  of  the  Institution. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donat;on  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privilege 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  lives ;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  years. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 


FORM  OF  RECEIPT  FOR  PARTIAL  PAYMENTS  TOWARD 
ENDOWED  BEDS.

"  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  should by  subsequent 

gifts  contribute  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $5,000,  thereupon  the  Board  of 

Managers  will  issue  to a  certificate  granting  the  right  to 

nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the 
Common  Wards  of  said  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients 
as  are  now  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  said  Board.  Such  right 
may  be  exercised  by  the  said and succes- 
sors in  perpetuity,  provided  that  such  successor  be  appointed  in  writing  by 

will,  or  otherwise  by or  each  appointee  in  succession,  and 

failing  such  appointment  such  right  shall  cease." 


RULES  AS  TO   THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be 
examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  by  the 
Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes   by  the  House 
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Physician  or  Surgeon.     In  case  of  emergency  they  may  be  admitted  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommenda" 
tion  of  any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital ;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved. 

4.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  examining  physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  with  the 
application,  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 


KULES  FOR  VISITORS. 


1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  be  carried  into  the  wards ;  they 
must  be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  be  sent 
to  the  patient. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son,  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards ;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wife, 
daughter,  or  sister,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital ;  must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends ;  must  not  stop 
or  loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

To  the  Members  of  the  Society : 

As  required  by  law,  the  .Board  of  Managers,  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  members  in  1885,  present  to  them  the  report  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Hospital  during  the  preceding  year. 

They  also  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds  and  property  of 
the  Society,  and  give  other  information  relating  thereto. 

The  special  facts  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  reports  and 
exhibits  from  different  departments  of  the  Hospital. 

In  general,  the  work  has  been  like  that  of  the  preceding  year 
in  the  Dumber  of  patients  treated,  as  the  limit  of  what  can  be 
accomplished  with  present  facilities  has  been  reached.  The 
results  last  year  in  regard  to  the  numbers  who  were  cured,  or 
benefited,  in  the  Hospital,  compare  favorably  with  those  of  for- 
mer years. 

Some  important  work  has  been  done  in  the  Hospital  build- 
ing. The  interior  has  been  thoroughly  painted  and  the  plaster- 
ing repaired  ;  all  the  steam-pipes  have  been  re-covered  and  the 
steam-boilers  reset ;  needed  repairs  in  the  boiler-room  have  been 
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made,  and  the  whole  Hospital  building  put  in  excellent  repair. 
It  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  be  able  to  state  that  this  work 
has  been  done  without  increasing  the  deficiency  which  existed 
last  year  in  our  finances. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  a  most  liberal  friend  to  the  Hos- 
pital deposited  in  a  trust  company  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ($50,000),  on  the  condition  that  the  same  should  be  given 
to  the  Hospital  for  the  building  fund  whenever  a  like  amount 
should  be  subscribed  by  other  friends  of  the  Hospital.  The 
Managers  are  glad  to  say  that  $33,000  of  the  required  amount 
has  already  been  subscribed,  and  they  hope  before  the  next 
annual  meeting  to  be  able  to  report  that  a  long-desired  addition 
to  the  Hospital  buildings  will  be  in  progress.  It  is  contenr 
plated  to  open  an  out-door  department  of  the  Hospital,  so  as  to 
meet  the  wants  of  the  rapidly  increasing  population  of  the 
region  from  which  the  Hospital  draws  the  larger  part  of  its 
patients.  The  Twenty- third  and  Twenty-eighth  Police  Pre- 
cincts of  this  city  constitute  the  district  assigned  to  this  Hos- 
pital for  Ambulance  Work,  and  the  population  therein  has 
greatly  increased,  and  will  become  still  greater  for  many  years 
to  come.  This  entails  additional  work  upon  Hospitals.  As  the 
population  becomes  more  dense,  the  battle  of  life  becomes  a 
harder  struggle.

These,  however,  have  been  published  in  the  annual  re- 
ports for  several  successive  years,  and  the  Managers  count  upon 
it  that  they  have  had  the  intelligent  attention  of  liberal-hearted 
Christians,  who,  in  due  time,  will  supply  all  that  the  Hospital 
needs  in  order  to  equip,  and  enlarge  it  up  to  the  full  measure  of 
the  work  it  is  called  upon  to  do.

CHARTER. 

AN  ACT 

TO    FOUND  A    FRESRYTERTAN    HOSPITAL    IN    THE   CITY    OF    NEW    YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868.— Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Tori;  represented  in  Senate  and  Assemhly 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York."' 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section.

M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
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for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Kevised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "TnE  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  -with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  Who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED   BEDS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
the  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  mien  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
until  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 


ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty- 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty- two  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society.

ARTICLE   VII. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
B  >  ir.l  of  M'lnagirs;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  lmeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting ;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  mny 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting ;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society ;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes, 
and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO    THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 
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OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS. 
*  

I. — Of  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.    - 

II. — Op  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

III. — Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

rv. — Op  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the

Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  tub  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Op  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Corn  spend- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VII. — Op  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  Hi!-  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ant-, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,   Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  any  of  tlie  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next  meeting;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  clue  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-roll  and  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee  ;  and  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

VIII. —Of  the  Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer— of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com:, 
pliance  with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Of  the  Nominating-  Committee. 

l.'/The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership ;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X. — Op  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets  ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished  ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XL — Op  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Op  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  six  Attending  Physicians,  and 
six  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  constitute  the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Op  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XIV. — Op  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  twenty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  $3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  $4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided 
for,  maybe  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify 
the  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so 
paid  in  shall  not  equal  the  sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the 
amounts  received  shall  constitute  a  portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the  donor. 

6.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XV. — Of  Appropriations  of  Money. 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  fro  tern., 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 


XVI. — Of  Complaints,  Suspensions,  or  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital, 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XVII. — Order  op  Business, 

The  order  of  business  sluill  be  ;is  follows; 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer's  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon, 
G.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  receiyed  and  considered, 

7.  Unfinished  business, 

8,  New  business. 

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent, proyided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers, 


PATEONS,  ENDOWED  BEDS,  AND  MEMBEESHIP. 


A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upward  constitutes  the  donor  a 
"Patron"  of  the  Institution. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privilege 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  lives ;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  years. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member.

Such  right 
may  be  exercised  by  the  said and succes- 
sors in  perpetuity,  provided  that  such  successor  be  appointed  in  writing  by 

will,  or  otherwise  by or  each  appointee  in  succession,  and 

failing  such  appointment  such  right  shall  cease." 


EULES  AS  TO   THE  ADMISSION   OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be 
examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  by  the 
Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  at  their  homes   by  the  House 
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Physician  or  Surgeon.     In  case  "I  emergency  they  may  \><-  admitted  at  any 
hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Patients  may  !"•  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recomm  nda- 
tion  of  any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  tin;  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  m-xt  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
he  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  who-.-  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  he  argent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved. 

4.  There  shall  he  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  heds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  examining  physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  -with  the 
application,  will  he  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 


RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  he  carried  into  the  wards;  they 
must  be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  he  sent 
to  the.  j^atient. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son,  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wife, 
daughter,  or  sister,  will  he  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital; must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop 
or  loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building 
PROMPTLY  at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

EIGHTEENTH   ANNUAL  REPORT 


BOARD    OF   MANAGERS 

OF 

THE  PRESBYTERIAN  HOSPITAL 

IN    THE    CITY    OF    NEW    YORK. 


To  the  Members  of  the  Society : 

This  Report  should  exhibit  the  work  done  by  the  Hospital, 
the  condition  of  its  buildings,  the  state  of  its  finances,  the  ade- 
quacy of  the  Hospital  to  the  demand  upon  its  service,  and  any 
facts  showing  progress  by  the  institution,  or  any  deficiencies. 

On  October  1,  1885,  one  hundred  and  thirteen  patients  were 
in  the  Hospital,  and  fourteen  hundred  and  thirty-seven  patients 
were  admitted  during  the  succeeding  twelve  months. 

In  the  same  period,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-seven  were  dis- 
charged "  cured  ;  "  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  were  discharged 
"  improved  ;"  forty -four  were  discharged  "  not  improved  ;  "  and 
one  hundred  and  thirteen  died. 

Of  those  who  died,  forty  were  in  a  dying  condition  when 
brought  to  the  Hospital. 

Omitting  these  last  named,  the  percentage  of  deaths  among 
the  total  was  not  quite  five  and  one-fourth  per  centum. 

This  is  a  very  satisfactory  record. 

Six  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  patients  were  brought  into 
the  Hospital  by  its  ambulance,  and,  in  nearly  all  instances,  at 
the  call  of  the  police  of  the  city. 
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The  Superintendent's  report  shows  that  our  work  is  carried 
on,  inflexibly,  for  those  who  are  poor  and  suffering,  without 
regard  to  their  nationality  or  religious  belief.  Our  trust  has 
been  administered  in  this  spirit,  in  the  cases  of  all  the  patients 
(viz.,  11,092)  who  have  been  admitted  to  the  Hospital  since  it 
was  opened. 

The  buildings  of  the  Hospital  are  in  good  condition,  having 
been  kept  in  repair  under  the  best  supervision. 

The  Hospital's  financial  record  for  the  past  year  has  been  one 
of  encouragement.  For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
Hospital,  the  income  during  the  year  in  review  has  exceeded  the 
outlay,  and  a  balance  is  carried  forward  in  expense  account  of 
$2,254.60.  While  this  is  a  most  encouraging  circumstance  in 
itself,  and  relieves  the  Managers,  for  the  time  being,  from  the 
apprehensions  they  have  at  times  been  under,  that  they  might 
be  compelled  to  curtail  their  work  through  the  inadequacy  of 
the  income  they  were  receiving,  they  hope  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital  will  not  forget  that  the  great  majority  of  the  donations 
recently  received  have  been  specially  designated  by  the  donors 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  new  buildings,  and  extending  the 
work  of  the  Hospital,  and  that  this  extended  work  brings  with  it 
increased  expenses  and  calls  for  increased  income ;  otherwise, 
the  Managers  will  be  placed  in  the  same  position  as  they  have 
been  until  the  present  year. 

The  munificent  gift  by  the  late  Miss  Henrietta  A.  Lenox,  of 
$50,000,  conditioned  upon  the  raising  of  a  like  amount  to  be 
expended  in  new  buildings,  had  caused  the  Managers,  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  previous  year,  to  address  themselves  to  the 
task  of  securing  the  sum  required. 

This  was  accomplished,  and  Miss  Lenox  had  the  satisfaction, 
before  she  passed  away,  of  knowing  that  her  timely  generosity 
was  producing  substantial  results. 

With  the  funds  thus  obtained,  we  have  begun  the  erection  of  a 
building — connected  with  the  main  hospital— which  will  be  de- 
voted more  especially  to  the  out-door  department  of  hospital  work. 

This  has  been  a  cherished  purpose  of  the  Board,  to  make  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  a  daily  "  Helping  Hand."     We  have  felt 
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that  all  our  patrons  wished  their  hospital  to  come  nearer  to  the 
Buffering,  and  to  eoine  to  them  daily. 

Miss  Lenox  made  her  gift  for  "  the  use  of  patients,"  and  so 
did  those  who  completed  her  gift. 

The  tender  charity  of  their  instructions  shall  be  effectively 
carried  out  in  our  new  dispensary. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Miss  Lenox  gave  $40,000  to  our 
original  endowment  fund,  and  subscribed  two  free  beds,  in  per- 
petuity, besides  having  made  several  liberal  donations  to  the 
Hospital  anonymously. 

The  new  dispensary  building  is  being  constructed  under  the 
supervision  of,  and  upon  plans  prepared  by,  Mr.  J.  Cleveland 
Cady. 

He  has  brought  to  us,  not  only  the  skill  of  an  architect,  but 
the  observation  of  a  long  and  practical  service  as  a  manager  of 
the  Hospital,  which  post  he  resigned  in  order  to  be  able,  prop- 
erly, to  undertake  this  work,  which  we  wished  to  commit  to  him. 

We  hope  to  embellish  the  pages  of  our  printed  report  with  a 
photo-lithographic  sketch  of  the  new  building  now  in  progress. 
It  will  have  the  features  of  all  improved  hospital  structures. 

We  are  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  another  of  our  members, 
Mr.  Charles  A.  Bulkley,  late  of  the  Madison  Square  Presbyterian 
Church.  He  had  been  an  active,  useful,  and  warm-hearted 
member  of  the  Board  for  many  years. 

Also,  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Thomas  A.  McBride — one  of  its 
visiting  physicians — the  Hospital  has  suffered  a  great  loss.  He 
died  in  August  last,  on  the  steamship  Aller,  during  her  passage 
from  Southampton  to  this  city.  He  was  eminent  in  his  pro- 
fession and  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Hospital. 

Just  before  he  went  abroad  he  made  several  gifts  to  the  la- 
boratory, and  it  will  also  be  remembered  that  our  annual  report 
for  1882  contained  a  special  acknowledgment  to  Dr.  McBride 
and  friends  of  his,  who  had  then  donated,  in  each  of  the  hospital 
wards,  permanent  electrical  batteries,  and  in  the  operating-room 
a  cautery  battery. 

With  the  experience  and  review  of  another  year,  we  are 
happy  to  put  on  record  our  acknowledgment  of  the  skilful  and 
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faithful  service  of  the  physicians  and  surgeons  on  our  Medical 
Board,  and  of  the  members  of  the  house  staff. 

The  superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  Kev.  Thomas  G.  Wall, 
continues  to  merit  the  confidence  and  approval  of  the  Board  by 
efficient  and  faithful  attention  to  the  details  of  his  duties. 

After  this  brief  but  encouraging  exhibit,  we  are  prompted  to 
say  to  the  friends  of  our  Lord  and  Master,  the  Great  Physician  : 
"  The  work  to  be  done  is  yet  very  large  and  beyond  our  re- 
sources. Do  you  know  any  agency  better  than  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  through  which  your  benefactions,  made  in  your  life- 
time, or  by  your  will,  can  reach  your  fellow-men  so  as  to  realize 
your  charity  % " 

In  conclusion,  we  call  attention  to  the  very  interesting  tabu- 
lated reports  of  the  Hospital  departments,  which  are  submitted 
herewith. 

The  reports  by  the  medical  and  the  surgical  divisions  are  in  such 
minute  detail,  and  in  such  conformity  to  scientific  methods,  that 
they  greatly  promote  one  of  the  good  objects  of  the  Hospital,, 
which  is  to  develop  the  art  of  healing.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Medical  Board  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital,  held  October  16,  1886,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

"  Resolved :  That,  in  the  death  of  Dr.  Thomas  A.  McBride, 
the  Medical  Board  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  has  lost  a  mem- 
ber whose  high  professional  attainments,  devotion  to  duty  and 
winning  personal  qualifications,  have  won  for  him  the  highest 
esteem  of  his  associates.  Though  still  far  from  having  reached 
the  meridian  of  life,  he  was  deservedly  in  the  enjoyment  of  the 
full  noon-day  of  professional  reputation. 

"  While  we  mourn  deeply  the  loss  of  our  friend  and  associate, 
we  realize  that  the  good  work  which  he  has  done  remains  as 
a  monument  to  his  conspicuous  ability,  and  as  a  stimulus  to  his 
survivors  to  a  like  devotion  to  the  highest  aims  of  their  calling."

CHARTER. 

AN  ACT 

TO   POUND  A    PRESBYTERIAN   HOSPITAL   IN   THE   CITY   OP    NEW   YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  18Q8.—07iapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital,  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28thr 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section.

E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  "Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Wm.  M.  Verniilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
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for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  f out- 
classes of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purpose* 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain;  but  these  positions, 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED   BEDS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
the  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discbarge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
until  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 


ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty- 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each ;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting ;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
the  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE   VII. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers ;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting ;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

ANNUAL     MEETING. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting ;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year ;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society ;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes, 
and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS. 


I. — Of  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He 
shall  also  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  all  committees. 

II. — Op  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

III. — Op  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

rV — Op  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Of  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VII. — Of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.'  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ants, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  any  of   the   duties  prescribed  to  thorn,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any   reasonable    request   of  the  Executive  Committee   <>r   Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  off ender,  and  report  the  i 
the  Hoard  of  Managers  al  their  next  meeting;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time shall  be  supplied  by  Buch  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  tin 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  ol  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-roll  and  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee  ;  and  shall  t>t- 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

VIII. — Of  tiik  Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer — of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com- 
pliance with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership ;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.     The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con 
sidered  by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X. — Op  the  Inspecting  Committee.  * 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  -whether  the  Rules  and  Regu 
lations  of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets  ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds ;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XL — Op  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Of  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  three  or  more  Attending 
Physicians,  and  three  or  more  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  con- 
stitute the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XIV. — Op  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  twenty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,0*00  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  §3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  $4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided 
for,  maybe  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shad,  in  writing,  so  notify 
the  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalinerj 
paid  in  shall  not  equal  the  sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the 
amounts  received  shall  constitute;  a  portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the- payment  of  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the  donor. 

G.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  b<  ds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  I 
urer,  who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XV.  — Of  Appropriations  of  Money. 

Except  in  the  cases  provideel  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  jyro  tern.. 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 


XVI.— Of  Complaints,  Suspensions,  or  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital, 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of.

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent, provided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers.

A  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privi 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  liv<  - ;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  j 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the   dorior  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life.

RULES  AS  TO   THE  ADMISSION   OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be 
examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  by  the 
Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  and  examined  by  such  person  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  case  the  House  Phy-

sician  or  Surgeon  is  unable  to  make  such  examination.     In  cases  of  emer- 
gency patients  may  be  admitted  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommen 
tion  of  any  Manager,   after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital ;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved.  Nor  shall 
any  case  of  primary  syphilis  or  gonorrhoea  be  admitted,  unless  under  ex- 
ceptional circumstances,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. There  shall  be  no  uterine  or  vaginal  examination  made,  except 
by  order  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  and  in  the  presence  of  a 
female  nurse. 

4.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  Examining  Physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  with  the 
application,  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 


EULES  FOE  VISITOES. 

1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  be  carried  into  the  wards ;  they 
must  be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  be  sent 
to  the  patient. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted .  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son,  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards ;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wife' 
daughter,  or  sister,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital; must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop 
or  loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

To  the  Members  of  the  Society  : 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  one  of  greater  usefulness  than 
ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital ;  the  total  number  of 
patients  treated  was  1,831,  of  whom  1,674  were  treated  free,  Of 
this  number  1,349  were  discharged  cured,  and  196  improved. 
We  have  to  report  129  deaths,  of  whom  39  were  in  a  dying  con- 
dition when  received  ;  omitting  tbese,  the  percentage  of  deaths 
was  a  fraction  over  5  per  cent. 

The  hospital  is  open  to  those  of  every  creed,  and  in  the  year 
just  closed  966  Roman  Catholics  have  received  treatment,  and 
748  Protestants  of  all  denominations.  Our  ambulance-service 
shows  an  increase  on  last  year. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent,  as  well  as  those  of  the  House 
Physician  and  House  Surgeon,  herewith  annexed,  give  full  de- 
tails of  our  work. 

The  demands  made  upon  the  Hospital  are  largely  in  excess  of 
our  present  capacity,  and  although  our  financial  statement  for 
the  past  year  is  satisfactory,  yet  our  means  are  quite  inadequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  future. 

The  new  Dispensary-building,  a  sketch  of   which  was  pub- 
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lished  in  our  last  Annual  Report,  is  now  about  complete,  and  is 
almost  ready  to  be  turned  over  by  the  Building  Committee. 
When  this  department  is  organized,  and  the  building  opened 
for  patients,  it  will  make  a  heavy  demand  upon  our  resources. 

A  friend  has  promised  the  Hospital  $50,000,  on  condition  of 
our  raising  a  similar  sum  within  a  limited  period.  This  money 
can  be  used  in  erecting  new  buildings,  which  are  much  needed 
to  enable  us  to  properly  care  for  those  who  now  come  to  us. 
Plans  have  been  prepared  for  such  an  enlargement  of  the  Hos- 
pital as  shall  utilize  our  whole  block  of  ground  to  the  best  pos- 
sible advantage,  but  to  carry  these  out  we  shall  require  large 
additions  to  our  funds. 

Never  before  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital  has  it  stood  so 
much  in  need  of  assistance  from  its  friends  to  enable  it  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  it,  and  we  would  call  upon  the  great  body  of 
the  Presbyterian,  Reformed,  and  Congregational  Churches  of 
this  city  who  constitute  our  constituency,  to  assist  us  in  this 
crisis  in  our  history.  Our  greatest  need  is  a  steady  income  ap- 
plicable to  current  expenses,  and  we  would  ask  those  churches 
that  have  already  obtained  free  beds  to  devote  further  collec- 
tions to  this  purpose. 

Death  has  been  among  us  this  year,  and  since  our  last  report 
we  have  to  record  the  death  of  Mr.  Richard  W.  Hurlbut.  He 
took  a  warm  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital  and  had  served 
a  longer  time  on  our  Board  than  any  of  our  present  Managers, 
with  but  one  or  two  exceptions. 

Dr.  William  S.  Halsted  has  resigned  from  our  Medical  Board 
on  account  of  ill-health,  and  we  regret  that  we  have  thus  been 
deprived  of  his  valuable  services  as  Visiting  Surgeon.  His  place 
has  been  supplied  by  Dr.  Andrew  J.  McCosh. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  G-.  Wall  continues  to  fill  the  position  of 
Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  and  has  the  thanks  of  the  Board 
for  his  faithful  supervision  of  the  whole  work  of  the  Hospital.

CHARTER. 

AN  ACT 

TO   FOUND  A    PRESBYTERIAN    HOSPITAL    IN   THE    CITY   OF    NEW  YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868.  —  Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly 
do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York.'" 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty-two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
18ris,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  Wm.  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  Wm.  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  Green,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Wm.  M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt.  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  MeLcod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
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for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty- two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  hj  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately, 


CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

TnE  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 

ARTICLE  III. 

THE    SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED   BEDS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
the  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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'■  •  Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
until  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise.  _ 


ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty- 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each ;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same ;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
th  >  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE   VII. 

MEETINGS   OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesdiy 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
I!  >ard  of  M  mag  sra  ;  but  when  sp  scial  in  ■  'tings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE   VIII. 

ANNUAL     MEETING. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes. 
and  the  four  ex- officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE   IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF     MANAGERS 


I. — Of  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He 
shall  also  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  all  committees. 

II. — Op  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

III. — Op  the  Treasurer. 

« 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

TV. — Op  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  tiie  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  <>l 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Of  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  live  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 


VII. — Of  tiie  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  ilirections  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ants, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next  meeting ;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time shall  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-roll  and  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor ;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee ;  and  shall  De 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

YIII. — Of  the  Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer — of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com- 
pliance with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership ;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X. — Of  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets  ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished  ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XL — Of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Of  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  three  or  more  Attending 
Physicians,  and  three  or  more  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  con- 
stitute the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Of  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XXV. — Of  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  twenty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  $3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  $4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided 
for,  maybe  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify 
the  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so 
paid  in  shall  not  equal  the  sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the 
amounts  received  shall  constitute  a  portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the  donor. 

6.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XV. — Of  Appropriations  of  Money. 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  pro  tern., 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 


XVI. — Of  Complaints,  Suspensions,  or  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital, 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XVII. — Order  op  Business. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer's  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent, provided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers.

PATRONS,  ENDOWED  BEDS,  AND   MEMBERSHIP. 


A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upward  constitutes  the  donor  a 
"Patron "  of  the  Institution. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privilege 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  lives;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  years. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 


FORM  OF  RECEIPT  FOR  PARTIAL  PAYMENTS  TOWARD 
ENDOWED  BEDS.

"  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  should by  subsequent 

gifts  contribute  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $5,000,  thereupon  the  Board  of 

Managers  will  issue  to a  certificate  granting  the  right  to 

nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the 
Common  Wards  of  said  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients 
as  are  now  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  said  Board.  Such  right 
may  be  exercised  by  the  said and succes- 
sors in  perpetuity,  provided  that  such  successor  be  appointed  in  writing  by 

will,  or  otherwise  by or  each  appointee  in  succession,  and 

failing  such  appointment  such  right  shall  cease." 


RULES  AS  TO   THE  ADMISSION   OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be 
examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  by  the 
Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  and  examined  by  such  person  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  case  the  House  Phy- 
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sician  or  Surgeon  is  unable  to  make  such  examination.     In  cases  of  emer- 
gency patients  may  be  admitted  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital ;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved.  Nor  shall 
any  case  of  primary  syphilis  or  gonorrhoea  be  admitted,  unless  under  ex- 
ceptional circumstances,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. There  shall  be  no  uterine  or  vaginal  examination  made,  except 
by  order  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  and  in  the  presence  of  a 
female  nurse. 

4.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  Examining  Physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  with  the 
application,  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 


RULES  FOR  VISITORS. 

1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  be  carried  into  the  wards;  they 
must  be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  be  sevA 
to  the  patient. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son,  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wife, 
daughter,  or  sister,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital; must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop 
or  loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.

In  presenting  the  twentieth  annual  report,  the  Managers  of 
the  Presbyterian  Hospital  are  desirous  to  set  forth,  as  clearly  as 
our  limits  may  permit : 

1.  Our  relations  to  and  our  claim  upon  the  Reformed 
Churches  and  those  of  our  denomination. 

2.  The  present  condition  of  our  work,  what  we  are  doing,  and 
also  what  should  and  can  be  done  if  the  means  are  supplied. 

3.  The  views  of  the  Managers,  both  as  to  administration  and 
support,  which  will  render  necessary  some  allusion  to  our  rela- 
tions to  the  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Association. 

First,  Our  Relations  to  the  Churches. — The  idea  of  this 
institution  was  conceived  by  Mr.  James  Lenox.  It  first  found 
expression  in  a  circular  letter  addressed  by  him  to  a  number  of 
gentlemen  of  large  means  and  prominent  in  Christian  and 
charitable  affairs.  In  this  letter  the  name  "  Presbyterian " 
was  suggested  in  the  following  sentence.  After  alluding  to  the 
hospitals  then  existing  under  the  care  and  control  of  other  re- 
ligious denominations,  he  adds :  "Put  the  large  and  influential 
body  of  Presbyterians  has  no  institution  of  this  kind  under  its 
care." 
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The  gentlemen  addressed  by  this  letter  met  in  January,  1868, 
in  a  Presbyterian  Church,  warmly  welcomed  Mr.  Lenox's  plan, 
and  at  once  applied  to  the  Legislature  for,  and  soon  after 
obtained,  the  charter  for  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

In  October,  1872,  two  large  buildings  were  completed  and 
furnished,  the  full  staff  of  the  hospital  was  appointed  and 
organized,  and  the  institution  formally  opened  for  the  reception 
of  patients  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 

Up  to  this  time  all  effort  and  contribution  had  been  individual. 
But  when  the  Hospital  was  thoroughly  equipped,  opened,  and 
rendering  actual  service  to  the  sick  and  suffering,  the  Managers 
formally  communicated  the  facts  to  the  Presbytery  of  New 
York,  which,  in  strict  accord  Vith  the  views  of  its  founder, 
accepted  the  Hospital  as  a  channel  for  Presbyterian  kindness 
and  sympathy  to  the  suffering,  and  recommended  an  annual 
collection  in  all  their  churches  for  its  maintenance  and  support. 

By  our  Constitution  three  Presbyterian  clergymen  and  one 
from  the  Reformed  Church  are  ex  officio  members  of  the  Board 
of  Managers.  In  our  use  of  Presbyterian  we  always  include 
the  Reformed  and  Cona-re^ational  Churches. 

The  Hospital  was  designed  and  completed  with  the  one 
thought  that  it  should  belong  to  the  Presbyterian  denomination, 
to  be  the  channel  through  which  the  Christian  charity  of  that 
denomination  should  flow  to  the  sick  and  suffering  poor.  When 
completed,  and  not  till  then,  was  it  formally  presented  to  that 
denomination  and  by  it  duly  accepted. 

This  institution  is  the  servant  of  these  churches,  and  to  them 
we  have  a  right  to  look  for  support  and  maintenance. 

Second,  As  to  Our  Work. — A  full  and  detailed  statement  re- 
gaiding  this  will  be  found  in  the  Statistical  Reports  of  the  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons.  We  shall  best  accomplish  our  purpose  by  a 
brief  comparison  of  the  work  done  in  1S80 — after  eight  years  of 
service — with  that  clone  in  18S8,  after  eight  years  more  had 
passed. 

In  1880  there  were  treated  in  the  Hospital  575  patients,  who 
in  the  aggregate  received  23,627  days  of  treatment ;  of  these 
21,157  were  entirely  free,  and  2,227  days  were  upon  endowed 
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beds.  In  1888  we  have  treated  1,832  patients  in  the  Hospital. 
Days  of  treatment  have  been  47,473,  of  which  44,313  have  been 
without  charge,  and  2,336  on  endowed  beds. 

In  addition  to  these  patients  treated  in  the  Hospital,  300  other 
patients  have  been  attended  by  the  ambulance  surgeons,  their 
wounds  dressed,  and  they  taken  to  their  homes  or  to  other  hospi- 
tals.    Our  ambulance  has  answered  921  calls  from  the  police. 

To  show  that  we  still  carry  out  the  views  of  the  founder  and 
receive  and  treat  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color,  we  note 
here  the  religion  or  denomination  of  most  of  our  patients  during 
the  past  year : 

Roman  Catholic 866   -Methodist 50 

Presbyterian 119     Hebrew 29 

Lutheran 114     Congregational  ists 25 

Episcopalian 101  All  other  denominations.  411 

The  death-rate  among  the  patients  during  the  year  has  been 
seven  and  one-fifth  per  cent. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  this  is  considerably  increased  by  the 
fact  that  many  accident  cases  are  brought  in  by  the  ambulance  in 
a  dying  or  hopeless  condition. 

Our  Hospital  has  been  crowded  during  the  past  year  to  its  ut- 
most capacity.  Very  many  applicants  have  been  refused,  be- 
cause all  beds  were  occupied.  A  new  building  has  been  com- 
pleted, opened  as  a  Dispensary,  and  is  in  active  operation,  with 
an  average  daily  attendance  of  38  patients.  Plans  have  been  pre- 
pared for  additional  buildings  to  cover  all  our  available  space. 
Two  buildings,  one  to  include  a  museum,  pathological  depart- 
ment, and  ambulance  accommodation,  and  the  other  an  isolating 
pavilion,  are  now  in  process  of  construction.  The  money  for  the 
Dispensary  and  the  last-named  buildings  has  been  raised.  Large 
sums  are  still  needed  to  erect  the  other  buildings  necessary  to 
complete  our  institution  according  to  the  present  plans.  This 
needed  money  we  confidently  expect  to  receive  from  the  Re- 
formed and  Presbyterian  Churches,  provided  they  are  satisfied 
with  the  manner  in  which  our  Hospital  is  performing  the  work 
intrusted  to  it. 
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Ill  this  connection  it  is  but  simple  justice  to  express'  our  ap- 
preciation of  the  faithful  and  efficient  service  rendered  bj  our 
Superintendent  aud  the  Physicians  of  the  visiting  and  house 
staff.  When  all  have  been  so  devoted,  comparisons  can  hardly 
be  made.  To  each  one,  the  Managers  offer  their  sincere  thanks 
for  the  faithful  co-operation  which  has  so  greatly  lightened  the 
labors  and  responsibilities  of  the  Managers. 

Third,  As  to  the  Views  and  Policy  oe  the  Managers  of 
the  HosriTAL. — The  aim  of  our  Board  in  regard  to  the  care  and 
management  of  the  Hospital  cannot  be  better  expressed  than  by 
quoting  the  resolution  adopted  October  14,  1884,  for  the  guid- 
ance of  the  Building  Committee. 

The  resolution  was  as  follows  : 

"  Resolved  that  the  policy  of  this  Board  regarding  the  con- 
struction and  completion  of  the  buildings  of  the  Hospital  upon 
the  block  now  occupied  by  it  is  as  follows : 

"  1.  Kestriction  of  total  number  of  beds  to  from  250-300. 

"  2.  To  obtain  the  highest  state  of  perfection  in  arrangement 
and  detail. 

"  That  this  resolution  be  made  of  record,  and  a  copy  be  sent 
to  the  Building  Committee  for  their  government." 

The  aim  and  policy  of  the  Board  is  to  attain  in  every  depart- 
ment the  highest  perfection  and  efficiency,  and  so  to  make  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  worthy  of  the  denomination  whose  name 
it  bears. 

In  regard  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  this  or  any  hos- 
pital the  Managers  have  a  positive  opinion.  We  believe  that  no 
large  charitable  institution  can  succeed  unless  through  the  per- 
sonal sympathy  and  aid  of  those  taking  an  interest  in  its  special 
work. 

This  belief  on  our  part,  and  the  contrary  contended  for  by  the 
Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Association,  was  the  sole  cause 
of  our  withdrawal  from  such  Association  in  December,  1887. 

The  Association,  on  December  3d,  of  this  year,  have  adopted 
certain  resolutions,  which  have  been  widely  circulated  in  the 
city. 
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Prominent  clergymen  of  our  own  denomination  at  first  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  this  action  of  the  Association  has  re- 
moved all  cause  of  difference  between  us.  We  are  pleased  to 
add  that  the  clergymen  referred  to  changed  their  opinion  after 
a  more  careful  explanation,  and  their  churches  will  take  their 
collection  this  year  for  our  hospital  unless  otherwise  designated. 

That  it  may  he  seen  that  the  cause  of  difference  is  not 
removed,  and  to  correct  the  misunderstanding,  we  append  our 
letter  of  withdrawal,  dated  December  8,  1887,  and  the  carefully 
prepared  statement  of  the  facts  which  led  thereto ;  and  for  the 
purpose  of  a  careful  comparison,  we  also  print  the  recent  resolu- 
tions of  the  Association.

Dear  Sir  :  The  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  have, 
after  careful  consideration,  at  a  meeting  specially  called  to  con- 
sider their  relations  to  the  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Asso- 
ciation, unanimously  resolved  to  withdraw  from  said  Association. 

The  reasons  for  this  action  are  briefly  as  follows  : 

When  our  Hospital  united  with  this  Association,  the  principle 
of  encouraging  gifts  to  designated  institutions  with  which  the 
donors  had  special  relations  and  sympathy  was  acknowledged 
and  recognized,  and  the  stimulating  and  fostering  such  gifts  was 
named  in  the  Constitution  as  one  of  the  main  objects  sought  by 
the  Association. 

At  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Association  the  Constitution  has 
been  amended  by  striking  out  the  object  referred  to  from  those 
which  are  sought  by  the  Association.  We  believe,  as  we  have 
done  from  the  first,  that  these  specially-designated  gifts  to  in- 
stitutions with  which  the  donors  have  special  relations  and  sym- 
pathy are  of  much  more  value,  both  to  donors  and  recipients, 
than  those  given  generally  for  hospital  purposes  to  no  special 
beneficiaries.  Unless  such  gifts  had  been  recognized  and  rec- 
ommended, the  Presbyterian  Hospital  would  never  have  united 
with  the  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Association.  Gifts 
of  this  character  being  now  discountenanced  by  the  action  of  the 
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Association,  we_feel  that  no  course  is  open  to  us  but  to  with- 
draw.

The  Facts  which  led  to  the  Withdrawal  of  the  Presbyte- 
rian Hospital  from  the  Saturday  and  Sunday  Hospital 
Association. 

Since  the  withdrawal  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  from  the 
Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday  Association  there  have  been 
numerous  comments  made  in  the  public  press,  all  criticising  our 
action,  and  most  of  them  containing  incorrect  statements  as  to 
the  motives  which  led  to  such  withdrawal. 

The  Managers  greatly  desired  to  avoid  controversy,  but  the 
published  statements  have  contained  so  many  errors  that  it  seems 
necessary  to  state  the  facts  as  they  appear  on  the  records  of  the 
Association,  and  to  give  the  reasons  which  have  caused  our  ac 
tion. 

Rev.  Mr.  Baker,  Superintendent  of  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  in  a 
letter  dated  November,  1878,  and  relating  to  establishing  a 
general  Hospital  Sunday,  wrote :  "  With  ourselves  we  would 
suggest  that  such  a  collection,  if  made,  be  sent  by  each  pastor  or 
contributing  congregation  to  whichever  of  our  charitable  hos- 
pitals they  may  elect." 

In  1879  the  preliminary  meetings  were  held,  which  resulted 
in  the  formation  of  the  Association  from  which  we  have  with- 
drawn.    At  those  meetings  it  was  plainly  asked  : 

"  Will  the  Association  about  to  be  formed  recognize  as  a 
desirable  principle  the  giving  by  individuals  to  institutions  or 
objects  with  which  they  have  special  relations  and,  sympathy  ?" 
This  question  was  answered  in  the  affirmative.  It  was  also 
distinctly  expressed  that  there  was  no  intention  to  interfere  with 
any  relations  then  existing,  but  rather  to  supplement  them  and 
open  up  new  sources  of  income  for  the  support  of  hospitals. 

After  the  formation  of  the  Saturday  and  Sunday  Hospital 
Committee,  at  a  meeting  held  June  4,  1S79,  for  the  discussion  of 
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a  proposed  plan  of  distribution,  the  following  rules  to  control 
the  distribution  of  that  year  were  adopted  : 

"  The  objects  of  this  Association  are  to  draw  out  benevolent 
gifts  for  hospital  purposes,  by  bringing  the  claims  of  these 
charities  simultaneously  before  the  public  ;  to  stimulate  and 
foster  the  giving  by  personal  donations  and  church  collections  on 
appointed  days  in  behalf  of  such  institutions  as  the  donor  or 
donors  may  choose  to  assist,  and  to  provide  for  obtaining  and 
distributing  the  gifts  of  those  who  sympathize  with  the  general 
object  of  hospital  charity  without  having  interest  in  any  special 
institution. 

"With  regard  to  the  first  object  named,  an  appeal  or  appeals 
shall  be  issued  by  an  Executive  Committee  to  be  hereafter 
named,  giving  the  general  object  of  this  collection.  Each  in- 
stitution shall  be  left  free  to  bring  its  own  claims  before  the 
public  in  its  own  way  immediately  before  the  collection  is 
made. 

"With  regard  to  the  second  object  named,  the  donors  shall  be 
left  free  to  designate  such  institution  or  institutions  as  they  may 
particularly  wish  to  benefit. 

"With  regard  to  the  third  object  named,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  adopt  measures  to  acquaint  the  public  at  large 
with  the  fact  that  on  Saturday  and  Sunday  contributions  are 
desired  for  distribution  among  the  institutions  named  as  uniting 
in  this  effort,  according  to  an  ecpiitable  plan  to  be  named  below." 

In  December,  1879,  certain  clergymen  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  committee,  and  with  reference  to  the  collection  about  to 
be  taken,  expressed  themselves  as  follows  : 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Armitage  (Baptist),  wrote : 

"  Each  giver  is  at  liberty  to  help  that  institution  which  for 
any  reason  best  commands  his  sympathy  and  support." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  W.  F.  Morgan,  of  St.  Thomas'  Church  (Epis- 
copal), wrote : 

"  While  embracing  all  the  hospitals,  according  to  their  work 
and  their  needs,  in  its  generous  purpose,  it  allows  a  particular 
designation  of  any  such  hospital  as  individuals  or  churches  may 
especially  wish  to  benefit.     Nothing  could  be  more  comprehen- 
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sive  as  an  appeal,  for  none  are  excluded ;  and  nothing  could  be 
more  liberal  or  wise  in  its  methods  of  distribution." 

On  September  30,  1880,  the  first  Constitution  was  adopted,  in 
which  Article  IV.  was  as  follows  : 

"Article  IV. 

"  The  objects  of  this  Association  are  to  draw  out  benevolent 
gifts  for  hospital  purposes  by  bringing  the  claims  of  these  chari- 
ties simultaneously  before  the  public ;  to  stimulate  and  foster 
the  giving  by  personal  donations  and  church  collections  on  ap- 
pointed days  in  behalf  of  such  institutions  as  the  donor  or  do- 
nors may  choose  to  assist;  and  to  provide  for  obtaining  and  dis- 
tributing the  gifts  of  those  who  sympathize  with  the  general 
object  of  hospital  charity  without  having  interest  in  any  special 
institution." 

Under  this  Constitution  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  became  a 
member  of  said  Association. 

In  September,  1881,  and  at  the  time  of  the  preparation  for 
the  collection  of  that  year,  the  following  resolutions  were  passed  : 

September  28,  1881. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  representatives  of  the  various  hospitals 
connected  with  this  Association  agree  to  circulate  no  individual 
appeals  in  the  various  places  of  worship  to  influence  the  collec- 
tion of  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sunday." 

October  16,  1881. 

"  Resolved,  That  the  circulation  of  envelopes  and  cards  sug- 
gestive of  or  prompting  to  specially  designated  gifts  on  Hospital 
Saturday  and  Sunday  be  hereafter  discountenanced  as  contrary 
to  the  spirit  of  our  Association." 

These  resolutions  were  manifestly  contrary  to  the  spirit  and 
letter  of  the  Constitution,  and  were  a  direct  attack  upon  the 
principle  of  designated  gifts.     They  were  adopted  nevertheless. 

Passing  over  all  intermediate  discussions  and  controversies, 
we  come  to  the  year  1885,  when  a  proposition  was  made  to 
amend  the  Constitution  by  completely  changing  Article  IV.  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  eliminate  designated  giving  from  the  objects

sought  by  the  Association  to  which  reference  has  been  made. 
This  excited  considerable  discussion,  and  it  was  not  until  No- 
vember in  the  present  year  that  the  proposition  was  brought  to 
a  positive  vote,  the  result  being  that  the  Constitution  was  so 
amended  that  it  no  longer  remained  an  object  of  the  Association 
to  stimulate  and  foster  designated  gifts. 

For  convenient  reference  we  print  here  Article  IV".  as  origi- 
nally passed,  and  as  it  remained  until  November,  1887,  and  Ar- 
ticle IV.  as  then  amended,  printed  in  parallel  columns. 


Article  IV. 
As  originally  adopted. 
"  The  objects  of  this  Associa- 
tion are  to  draw  out  benevolent 
gifts  for  hospital  purposes  by 
bringing  the  claims  of  these 
charities  simultaneously  before 
the  public ;  to  stimulate  and 
foster  the  giving  by  personal 
donations  and  church  collec- 
tions on  appointed  days  in  be- 
half of  such  institutions  as  the 
donor  or  donors  in  ay  choose  to 
assist;  and  to  provide  for  ob- 
taining and  distributing  the 
gifts  of  those  who  sympathize 
with  the  general  object  of  hos- 
pital charity  without  having 
interest  in  any  special  institu- 
tion." 


Article  IV. 
As  amended  November,  1887. 
"  The  objects  of  this  Associa- 
tion are  to  draw  out  benevolent 
gifts  for  hospital  purposes  at 
an  annual  collection  by  bring- 
ing the  claims  of  these  charities 
simultaneously  before  the  pub- 
lic, and  to  provide  for  distrib- 
uting these  gifts  among  the 
institutions  entitled  by  the 
By-Laws  to  share  in  such  distri- 
bution." 


This  change  in  the  Constitution  was  immediately  reported  to 
our  Managers,  and  a  special  meeting  was  called  to  consider  the 
subject. 

The  Managers  present  at  this  meeting  were  unanimous  in  the 
belief  that  giving  to  designated  objects,  which  the  donor  specially 
desired  to  benefit,  was  most  desirable,  as  exciting  increased  in- 
terest and  sympathy,  and  promoting  in  the  donors  a  sense  of 
individual  responsibility  for  the  care  and  management  of  the  in- 
stitution assisted.     That  as  this  principle  had  been  abandoned, 
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and  undesignated  giving  only  declared  to  be  in  accord  with  the 
spirit  of  the  Association,  all  of  the  Managers  were  agreed  that 
our  Hospital  should  no  longer  remain  in  the  Association. 

The  unworthy  criticism  of  those  who  assign  mere  moneyed  con- 
siderations as  the  cause  of  our  withdrawal,  we  can  afford  to  pass 
in  silence. 

In  regard  to  the  sentimental  criticism,  that  we  have  broken 
the  charmed  circle,  and  are  lacking  in  liberality  and  broad  hu- 
manitarian principle,  we  have  only  to  say :  We  join  most  heartily 
with  our  brethren  of  all  denominations  and  nationalities  in  the 
desire  that  on  the  same  day  in  the  year  all  will  unite  in  thought 
of  and  efforts  to  provide  for  the  sick  and  needy.  We  cannot  be- 
lieve that  the  sober  thought  of  the  community  will  insist  that  all  the 
gifts  on  this  day  for  such  objects  must  pass  through  the  Hospital 
Saturday  and  Sunday  Association.  We  also  feel  confident  that 
the  charge  of  illiberality  or  narrowness  does,  not  rest  upon  those 
who  insist  upon  the  right  of  each  donor  to  give  where  and  to 
whom  his  sympathies  dictate  and  follow  his  gift  to  its  result. 
We  think  that  the  purpose  of  this  Association  is  measurably 
accomplished  if,  by  the  establishing  a  regular  and  fixed  day, 
any  denomination,  class,  or  individual,  has  been  induced  specially 
to  consider  the  cause  of  the  sick  and  suffering:.  We  cannot  too 
strongly  emphasize  our  belief  that  the  managers  of  no  charitable 
institution  can  conscientiously  assent  to  any  plan  which  might 
tend  to  weaken  the  support  received  from  persons  interested  in 
their  special  work,  whether  such  support  arise  from  a  religious, 
national,  or  philanthropic  spirit. 

If  it  shall  be  said  that  the  Association  does  not  prohibit  the 
designation  of  gifts,  we  desire  that  it  should  be  clearly  under- 
stood that  by  the  special  rules  of  the  Distributing  Committee, 
during  the  last  three  years  the  Association  has  affixed  and  en- 
forced a  penalty  on  each  institution  which  received  such  gifts  to 
an  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  upward.  The  rule  to 
which  we  refer  is  as  follows :  "  Where  a  hospital  has  received 
one  thousand  dollars  or  more  in  special  designations,  an  amount 
equal  to  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  such  designations  shall  be  de- 
ducted from  its  pro  rata  share  of  undesignated  funds,  and  the 
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amount  thus  deducted  shall  be  divided  equally  among  a  number  of 
institutions  lowest  on  the  list.''  This  is  quoted  from  the  Seventh 
Annual  Report  of  the  New  York  Hospital  Saturday  and  Sun- 
day Association  Collection  made  in  1885.  A  penalty  so  enforced 
can  only  be  considered  as  in  fact  and  as  intended  to  be  pro 
tanto  a  nullification  of  the  designation  made  by  the  donors. 

We  desire  to  add,  that  in  addition  to  the  changes  to  which 
allusion  has  been  made,  all  of  which  were  in  opposition  to  the 
letter  and  spirit  of  the  existing  Constitution,  other  action  has 
been  repeatedly  taken  in  opposition  to  the  principle  of  desig- 
nated gifts,  to  which  we  have  adhered.  We  have,  notwith- 
standing, remained  in  the  Association  until  its  organic  law 
was  actually  changed.  We  refer  to  these  other  matters  lest  it 
might  be  said  that  the  change  of  constitution  was  the  only  point 
of  serious  difference  in  judgment  between  the  Hospital  Saturday 
and  Sunday  Association  and  ourselves. 

The  facts  we  have  stated  are  all  taken  from  the  records  of  the 
Association.  Our  action,  in  the  light  of  such  facts,  we  confi- 
dently believe  will  meet  the  approval  of  fair-minded  and  Chris- 
tian men.

Dear  Sir  :  At  a  meeting  of  "  The  Hospital  Saturday  and 
Sunday  Association  of  New  York  City,"  held  at  St.  Luke's  Hos- 
pital Monday  evening,  December  3d,  the  following  resolutions 
were  passed,  and  were  ordered  to  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the 
Association,  and  to  each  clergyman  of  the  city. 

Whereas,  On  December  19,  18S7,  Article  IV.  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  this  Association,  which  up  to  that  time  read  as  follows  : 

"  The  objects  of  this  Association  are,  to  draw  out  benevolent 
gifts  for  Hospital  purposes,  by  bringing  the  claims  of  these 
charities  simultaneously  before  the  public,  to  stimulate  and 
foster  the  giving  by  personal  donations  and  church  collections 
on  appointed  days  in  behalf  of  such  institutions  as  the  donor  or 
donors  may  choose  to  assist,  and  to  provide  for  obtaining  and 
distributing  the  gifts  of  those  who  sympathize  with  the  general 
object  of  Hospital  charity,  without  having  interest  in  any  special 
Institution," 

was  changed  so  that  it  now  reads  as  follows  : 

"  The  objects  of  this  Association  are,  to  draw  out  benevolent 
gifts  for  Hospital  purposes  at  an  annual  collection,  by  bringing 
the  claims  of  these  charities  simultaneously  before  the  public, 
and  to  provide  for  distributing  these  gifts  among  the  institu- 
tions entitled  by  the  By-Laws  to  share  in  such  distribution  ; " 

And  Whereas,  Under  the  constant  advice  of  this  Association, 
the  designation  of  gifts  has  been  nearly  eliminated  from  our 
annual  collections, 

Resolved,  That  this  Association,  while  it  recognizes  the  dis- 
cretionary power  given  to  the  Distributing  Committee  by  By- 
Law  XIII.,  still  recommends  to  its  Distributing  Committee  that 
the  rule  made  by  the  Distributing  Committees  of  past  years,  as 
follows : 

""Where  a  Hospital  has  received  $1,000  or  more  in  designa- 
tions (excepting,  however,  all  contributions  for  endowment  of  a 
free  bed,  when  made  by  a  single  donor,  and  where  the  gift  is 
by  itself  sufficient  for  that  purpose),  an  amount  equal  to  twenty- 
live  per  cent,  of  such  designations  shall  be  deducted  from  its 
pro  rata  share   of   undesignated   funds,  and  the  amount  thus 
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realized  is  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  11  (eleven)  institu- 
tions lowest  on  the  list  of  beneficiaries,"  be  rescinded. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  discourages  gifts  for  the  en- 
dowment of  free  beds  through  this  collection,  as  such  gifts  are 
for  the  permanent  fund  of  the  institutions  benefited,  the  in- 
come of  which  only  is  available  for  current  expenses,  while  this 
collection  is  intended  to  provide  a  fund  to  meet  the  current  ex- 
penses of  each  year. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  recommends  to  all  the  churches 
responding  to  their  annual  appeal,  that  each  church  or  contrib- 
uting congregation  should  adopt  for  itself  a  rule  that  the  appeal 
publicly  made  at  the  time  of  the  collection  should  be  for  the 
General  Hospital  Fund,  and  that  the  entire  collection  made  be 
sent  to  the  General  Fund  of  this  Association,  except  such  gifts 
as  individual  donors  may,  of  themselves,  elect  to  designate,  and 
mark  as  intended  for,  the  Hospital  they  especially  wish  to  aid. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  instructed  to  forward  any 
sums  which  are  sent  to  him  as  especially  designated  with  as  little 
delay  as  possible  after  the  collection  to  the  Hospital  for  which 
such  gifts  are  intended.

We  united  with  the  Association  upon  the  distinct  understand- 
ing that  designated  gifts  to  institutions  with  which  the  donors 
had  special  relations  and  sympathy  were  recognized  and  would 
be  stimulated  and  fostered. 

In  November,  1887,  the  Association  so  amended  its  Constitu- 
tion as  to  eliminate  from  it  all  reference  to  such  designated 
gifts  as  desirable  or  to  be  fostered  by  the  Association. 

It  was  on  this  account  only  that  we  withdrew  from  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

Before  our  Hospital  became  a  member  of  the  Hospital  Satur- 
day and  Sunday  Association,  an  annual  collection  in  our  behalf 
in  all  the  churches  had  been  recommended  by  resolution  of 
Presbytery.  Upon  joining  the  Association  we  were  urged  to 
arrange  that  our  collection  should  be  made  on  the  same  day  with 
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the  others,  in  order  to  promote  a  more  general  interest  in  hos- 
pitals. We  did  so.  The  Association  thereafter  eliminated  the 
object,  most  valued  by  us,  from  those  which  it  sought  or  deemed 
desirable.  By  this  action  we  were  driven  out,  and  now  the  As- 
sociation claims  the  day  and  all  given  thereon  as  their  peculiar 
property. 

With  the  other  calls  made  upon  them  our  churches  will  not 
permit  more  than  one  collection  in  each  year  for  hospital  pur- 
poses. Shall  such  collection  be  for  their  own  hospital,  or  shall 
it  be  given  to  this  Association,  to  be  distributed  by  its  Distribu- 
ting Committee,  in  which  distribution  the  Presbyterian,  their 
own  Hospital,  shall  have  no  share  whatever? 

The  resolutions  referred  to  also  attack  the  giving  in  this  col- 
lection toward  endowed  beds. 

Some  years  since  our  Managers,  upon  application  made  by 
some  of  the  churches,  resolved  to  permit  the  endowment  of  beds 
by  instalments.  Since  that  time  many  of  our  churches  have 
commenced  the  endowment  of  such  beds,  and  have  applied  their 
annual  collections  to  this  purpose.  The  first  church  making 
such  application  was  the  Reformed  Collegiate  Church. 

We  deprecate  all  controversy,  but  these  resolutions  recom- 
mend to  all  churches,  including  Presbyterian,  Reformed,  and 
Congregational  "  that  the  entire  collection  be  sent  to  the  general 
fund."  In  the  distribution  of  this  fund  our  Hospital  can  have 
no  share.  Surely  when  such  resolutions  are  adopted  and  sent 
to  the  pastors  of  all  our  churches  it  is  our  manifest  duty  to  state 
the  facts  in  such  way  that  there  can  be  no  misunderstanding. 

In  closing  this  report,  already  quite  too  long,  we  desire  to  ac- 
knowledge thankfully  the  generous  gifts  which  have  made  pos- 
sible the  new  buildings  now  under  construction  ;  our  Hospital  is 
growing  steadily  in  capacity  and  usefulness.  With  increased 
work  come  greater  demands  for  vigilant  care  and  pecuniary 
support.  God  has  blessed  and  is  blessing  our  work;  with  His 
continued  blessing  and  guidance  it  will  continue  to  grow  and 
prosper.

CHARTER. 
AN  ACT 

TO   FOUND  A   PRESBYTERIAN   HOSPITAL   IN  THE   CITY   OP   NEW   YORK. 

Passed  February  28th,  1868.— Chapter  15. 


The  People  of  the  State  of  New  YorTc,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly 
do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  James  Lenox,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Mor- 
ris K.  Jesup,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  and  their  associates,  as  hereinafter  named, 
shall  constitute  a  body  corporate,  with  power  to  establish,  maintain,  and  con- 
duct a  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York,  which  shall  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  "  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  op  New  York." 

Section  2.  The  property  and  concerns  of  said  Corporation  shall  be  vested 
in  and  managed  by  a  Board  of  thirty- two  Managers  (by  act  of  March  28th, 
1868,  increased  to  thirty-six  Managers),  to  be  constituted  as  provided  for  in 
the  following  section. 

Section  3.  James  Brown,  Marshall  S.  Bidwell,  Wm.  A.  Booth,  Aaron  B. 
Belknap,  Win.  E.  Dodge,  James  Donaldson,  John  C.  G-reen,  Winthrop  S.  Gil- 
man,  Robert  M.  Hartley,  Richard  Irvin,  Edward  S.  Jaffray,  Thomas  Jeremiah, 
Morris  K.  Jesup,  John  Taylor  Johnston,  James  Lenox,  David  Olyphant,  Wm. 
Paton,  Thos.  C.  M.  Paton,  Joseph  Stuart,  Robert  L.  Stuart,  Thos.  U.  Smith, 
Jonathan  Sturges,  Otis  D.  Swan,  Charles  N.  Talbot,  Willard  Parker,  M.D., 
John  R.  Ford,  Henry  M.  Taber,  Alexander  Van  Rensselaer,  Wm.  M.  Vermilye, 
Washington  R.  Vermilye,  A.  R.  Wetmore,  and  A.  Robertson  Walsh,  thirty-two 
in  number,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  To  these  thirty- 
two  Managers,  the  Rev.  William  M.  Paxton,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  William  Adams,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the 
Madison  Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Rev.  Thos.  Dewitt,  D.D.,  as  Senior 
Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church  of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church, 
and  the  Rev.  John  N.  McLeod,  D.D.,  as  Minister  of  the  First  Reformed  Pres- 
byterian Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  and  their  successors  in  office 
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for  the  time  being,  shall,  by  viitue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  associated 
as  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Section  4.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  the  said 
Board  shall  organize,  and  by  lot  divide  the  thirty-two  Managers  into  four 
classes  of  eight  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respec- 
tively on  the  second  Wednesday  in  April,  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  of  Man- 
agers, annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  the  said  Board,  to  enact  By-Laws,  and  to  appoint  all  such 
agents,  assistants,  and  attendants  as  may  be  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
of  the  said  Corporation.  Among  these  shall  be  included  a  Superintendent 
and  Chaplain,  or  both  a  Superintendent  and  Chaplain ;  but  these  positions 
shall  be  held  only  by  Presbyterians. 

Section  6.  Not  less  than  eleven  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting ;  but  for  all  other  purposes,  and  at  stated  meetings,  seven 
shall  be  a  quorum. 

Section  7.  The  said  Corporation  are  authorized  to  take  by  purchase,  de- 
vise, or  otherwise,  and  may  hold,  transfer,  and  convey,  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Hospital,  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  which  it  may  become  pos- 
sessed, so  far  forth  as  the  same  is  in  accordance  with  the  general  laws  of  this 
State,  and  not  otherwise,  and  which  said  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxa- 
tion, and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to 
charitable  institutions. 

Section  8.  This  Corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions,  restrictions,  and  liabilities  contained  in  the  3d  Title 
of  the  18th  Chapter  of  Part  First  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Section  9.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 


The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be,  "  The  Presby- 
terian Hospital  in  the  City  of  New  York." 


ARTICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 


The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support,  and  management 
of  an  Institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and  surgical  aid  and 
nursing  to  sick  or  disabled  persons  of  every  creed,  nationality,  and  color. 
The  public  religious  services  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  in  conformity  with 
the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  or  Reformed  Church. 


ARTICLE  III. 

THE   SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  Life  Members,  who  shall  respectively  be 
approved  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at  a 
stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  nominated  at  a  previous  stated 
meeting  by  a  Standing  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

ENDOWED  BEDS. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  fix  amounts  which  when  paid  shall  entitle 
the  donor  to  nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one 
bed  in  the  Common  Wards  of  the  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however, 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of 
patients  as  are  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  said  Board. 
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"Where  such  nomination  is  accorded  during  life,  or  in  perpetuity,  the 
amount  paid  therefor  shall  be  kept  invested  in  income-producing  securities 
until  the  privilege  may  lapse  by  the  death  of  the  donor  or  otherwise. 


ARTICLE  V. 

PROPERTY. 

All  the  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general 
objects  of  the  Society,  except  where  it  has  been  otherwise  specially  directed 
by  the  donor  or  testator. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Board  of  thirty- 
six  Managers,  thirty-two  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into  four  classes  of  eight 
each ;  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be  vacant  respectively  on  the 
second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of  one,  two,  three,  and  four  years 
thereafter,  so  that  eight  Managers  shall  be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annu- 
ally, by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for  four  years.  To  these  thirty-two  Mana- 
gers, the  Minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Minister  of  the  Madi- 
son Square  Presbyterian  Church,  the  Senior  Minister  of  the  Collegiate  Church 
of  the  Reformed  Protestant  Dutch  Church,  and  the  Minister  of  the  First 
Reformed  Presbyterian  Church,  all  in  the  City  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of 
their  respective  offices,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  The  Officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  and  a  Recording 
Secretary,  who  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers, 
from  their  own  number,  and  shall  also  be  Officers  of  the  said  Board.  The 
said  Officers  and  Managers,  together,  shall  form  a  Board,  to  be  denominated 
the  "  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  City  of  New 
York,"  not  less  than  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  Officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding  any 
special  meeting;  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  purposes,  and  for 
stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all  times  be  fully  author- 
ized to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all  the  estate  and  property  of 
the  Society.  To  it  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  funds  of  the  Institu- 
tion ;  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and 
amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  choose  the  Officers  of 
til"  Society,  appoint  agents,  assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  to 
transact  the  entire  business  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE   Vn. 

MEETINGS   OP   THE  BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  meetings  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  April,  June,  August,  October,  December,  and  February,  and  may  hold 
adjourned  meetings  when  necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may 
be  called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  written  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers ;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered,  shall  be  notified  to 
the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meeting;  and  no  other  subject 
shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meetings. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

A  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  annually  on  such 
day  between  the  15th  and  30th  of  October  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
appoint.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  make  the 
necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting ;  to  present  to  the  members  a  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous  year ;  to  exhibit  a  statement  of  the  funds 
and  property  of  the  Society ;  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  matters 
relating  to  the  objects  of  the  Society  which  may  be  of  interest  or  importance. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April  eight  members  shall  be 
chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members  of  the  Society  to  supply  the 
places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose  term  of  service  is  about  to  expire. 
These  eight  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes, 
and  the  four  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such  elections  on  the  appointed 
day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS   TO   THE   CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  reg- 
ular meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  pur- 
pose ;  and  shall  be  adopted  only  on  a  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  Board 
of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS 

OF    THE    BOARD    OF    MANAGERS. 


I. — Of  the  President. 

The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.  He  shall 
appoint  all  special  Committees,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  He 
shall  also  be,  ex-qfficio,  a  member  of  all  committees. 

II. — Op  the  Vice-President. 

In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  of  the  office  of  President,  or  during  his 
absence  or  inability  to  act,  his  duties  and  powers  shall  devolve  upon  the 
Vice-President.  Should  he  also  be  unable  to  act,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board. 

HI. — Of  the  Treasurer. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  charged  with  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  title  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Corporation, 
of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto,  and  of  the  seal.  He  shall  keep  an  account 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation  with  an  institution  approved  by  the  Board, 
and  shall  deposit  therein  all  moneys  immediately  upon  receiving  them.  He 
shall  cause  to  be  kept  such  accounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  the  receipts, 
expenditures,  and  financial  condition  of  the  Institution,  or  as  may  be 
required  by  the  Finance  Committee.  These  accounts  shall  be  open  at  all 
suitable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  Managers.  He  shall  pay  no  moneys 
without  proper  order,  as  is  elsewhere  provided. 

rv. — Of  the  Recording  Secretary. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  preserve  such  records  and  papers  as  do  not  pertain 
to  the  office  of  Treasurer.     He  shall  notify  members  of  all  meetings  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting.  He  shall  notify 
members  of  their  appointment  on  Committees,  and  generally  perform  such 
duties  as  usually  pertain  to  the  office. 

V. — Of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspondence  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  prepare  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Managers  and  attend 
to  its  publication. 

VI. — Op  Committees. 

At  the  meeting  in  April,  after  filling  the  vacancies  about  to  occur  in 
their  Board,  the  Managers  shall  elect  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight  mem- 
bers, a  Finance  Committee  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Treasurer  shall  be 
one,  a  Committee  on  Nominations  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Correspond- 
ing Secretary  shall  be  one,  and  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members.  The 
members  appointed  on  these  Committees  shall  hold  office  for  one  year  from 
the  second  Wednesday  in  April  next  ensuing,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board,  and  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meetings.  The  Board  shall  also  appoint 
two  of  its  members  for  each  month  of  the  year,  who  shall  serve  as  an  In- 
specting Committee.  If  any  Manager  thus  appointed  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  during  the  time  allotted  to  him,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  procure  some 
other  Manager  to  attend  in  his  stead. 

VII. — Op  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  eight  Managers  chosen  as 
provided  in  By-Law  6,  to  whom  shall  be  added  the  two  Managers  serving 
as  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  each 
month,  and  may  hold  special  meetings  when  necessary,  or  when  called  by 
the  Chairman  or  two  members  of  the  Committee.  Three  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  give  such  orders  and  establish  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  those  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

3.  All  questions  relating  to  the  admission,  rejection,  and  discharge  of 
patients  shall  be  decided  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  conformity  with 
the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

4.  In  case  the  House  Physician,  House  Surgeon,  or  any  of  their  assist- 
ants, or  the  Matron,  Clerk,  Apothecary,  Engineer,  or  other  employee  shall 
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neglect  any  of  the  duties  prescribed  to  them,  or  refuse  to  comply  with 
any  reasonable  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  or  Superintendent, 
the  Executive  Committee  may  suspend  the  offender,  and  report  the  case  to 
the  Board  of  Managers  at  their  next  meeting ;  and  the  vacancy  in  the  mean- 
time sha.ll  be  supplied  by  such  person  as  the  Committee  may  appoint. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  of  all  property 
within  the  precincts  of  the  Hospital,  and  shall  see  that  proper  economy  is 
observed  in  the  administration  of  all  its  affairs,  having  due  regard  to  the 
welfare  of  its  beneficiaries.  It  shall  audit  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the 
Superintendent,  and  authorize  such  repairs  and  disbursements  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  necessary,  and  shall  draw  drafts  upon  the  Treasurer  there- 
for ;  such  drafts,  except  for  the  monthly  pay-roll  and  supplies,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed $1,000  without  authority  of  the  Board  therefor;  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Chairman  and  Secretary  for  the  time  being  of  the  Committee  ;  and  shall  be 
a  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 

VIII. — Op  the  Finance  Committee. 

1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers — one  of  whom 
shall  be  the  Treasurer — of  whom  three  shall  be  a  quorum. 

2.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to  adopt  proper  means  to  augment  the  financial 
resources  of  the  Institution,  to  direct  and  counsel  the  Treasurer  in  the  invest- 
ment, care,  and  management  of  the  finances,  and  to  prescribe  for  him  such 
form  of  accounts  and  reports  as  are  deemed  necessary  or  expedient.  All 
investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Managers  or  the  Executive  Committee,  and  shall  be  made  only  in 
accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York  enacted  for,  or  applica- 
ble to,  trustees  of  charitable  societies ;  but  nothing  herein  provided  shall 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  holding  of  miscellaneous  securities  in  com- 
pliance with  the  directions  of  the  donors  thereof. 

IX. — Of  the  Nominating  Committee. 

1.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  Managers,  of  whom 
the  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  one.    Three  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  they 
shall  recommend  to  the  Board  the  name  of  a  Life  Member  to  fill  such  va- 
cancy, and  to  them  shall  be  referred  the  names  of  all  persons  suggested  for 
such  position  or  for  Life  Membership ;  but  no  report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  acted  upon  until  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of  the  Board,  except  with 
unanimous  consent. 

3.  All  persons  nominated  for  positions  on  the  House  Staff  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  this  Committee.  The  names  of  such  as  shall  be  favorably  con- 
sidered by  the  Committee  shall  be  by  them  sent  to  the  Medical  Board. 
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X. — Op  the  Inspecting  Committee. 

1.  The  Inspecting  Committee  shall  inquire  whether  the  Rules  and  Regu- 
lations of  the  Managers  relative  to  the  management  and  economy  of  the 
Hospital  are  carried  into  effect. 

2.  They  shall,  at  least  once  a  week,  inspect  all  the  Hospital  buildings, 
visit  the  wards  and  dead-house,  water  and  bathing  closets ;  inquire  into  the 
behavior  of  the  House-officers,  the  nurses  and  attendants,  the  quality  of  the 
food  and  medicines  furnished ;  shall  examine  as  to  the  cleanliness  and  order 
of  all  parts  of  the  Hospital  and  grounds ;  and  shall  also,  when  they  deem  it 
necessary  (but  at  least  once  in  each  month),  examine  the  House  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  as  to  the  condition  and  work  of  the  Hospital,  and  as  to  the 
attendance  and  behavior  of  the  assistants  and  nurses. 

3.  They  shall  keep  a  book  of  minutes,  and  enter  therein  on  each  visiting 
day  their  proceedings  and  observations,  which  book  shall  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  meetings. 

XL — Op  the  Auditing  Committee. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  the  Treasurer's 
accounts  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the  annual  meeting,  together  with 
the  securities,  and  report  upon  them  to  the  Board. 

XII. — Op  the  Medical  Board. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  annually  two  or  more  Consulting 
Physicians,  two  or  more  Consulting  Surgeons,  three  or  more  Attending 
Physicians,  and  three  or  more  Attending  Surgeons,  who  shall  together  con- 
stitute the  Medical  Board. 

XIII. — Op  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  respecting 
the  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  Hospital.  Such  rules  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  these  by-laws,  and  may  be  amended  at  any 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  a  majority  of  those  present. 

XIV. — Op  Endowed  Beds. 

1.  A  gift  of  $5,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  his  successors  to  nominate 
a  patient  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

2.  A  gift  of  $4,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  and  one  individual  successor 
to  nominate  a  patient  to  a  free  bed.  "When  a  corporation  is  the  donor,  the 
privilege  shall  expire  in  twenty  years. 
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3.  A  gift  of  $3,000  shall  entitle  the  donor  during  life  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed.  In  the  case  of  a  corporation  the  privilege  shall 
expire  in  fifteen  years. 

4.  Any  person  or  corporation,  being  the  owner  of  a  $3,000  bed,  may 
increase  their  donation  to  $4,000  or  $5,000,  in  which  case  they  shall  become 
thenceforth  entitled  to  the  privileges  that  attach  to  original  donations  of 
those  amounts. 

5.  Contributions  to  the  endowment  fund  of  free  beds,  as  above  provided 
for,  maybe  made  by  instalments,  when  the  donor  shall,  in  writing,  so  notify 
the  Treasurer  at  the  time  of  each  payment.  So  long  as  the  instalments  so 
paid  in  shall  not  equal  the  sums  required  under  the  preceding  sections,  the 
amounts  received  shall  constitute  a  portion  of  the  general  endowment  fund, 
the  income  of  which  shall  be  used  for  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses 
of  the  Hospital,  and  no  privileges  shall  accrue  to  the  donor. 

6.  Certificates  of  the  right  to  nominate  patients  to  use  and  occupy  beds 
free  of  charge  shall  be  issued  in  such  form  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may 
prescribe,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  or  Vice-President  and  Treas- 
urer, who  shall  also  affix  the  seal  of  the  Corporation. 


XV. — Of  Appropriations  of  Monet. 

Except  in  the  cases  provided  for  in  Section  5  of  By-Law  7  and  Section 
2,  By-Law  8,  all  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Orders  for  the  amounts  thus  appropriated  shall 
be  drawn  on  the  Treasurer  by  the  President  or  presiding  officer  of  the  meet- 
ing, and  be  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Secretary  pro  tern., 
and  when  properly  endorsed  shall  be  sufficient  voucher  for  the  Treasurer. 


XVI. — Of  Complaints,  Suspensions,  or  Discharges. 

If  any  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  shall  become  unfit  to  execute  his 
office,  or  shall  conduct  himself  contrary  to  any  of  the  Rules  of  the  Hospital, 
or  refuse  or  neglect  to  execute  the  same,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  any 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  may  exhibit  against  him  a  complaint  in 
writing,  at  a  meeting  duly  called,  and  thereupon  a  notice  of  the  said  com- 
plaint shall  be  given  to  the  person  complained  of,  and  a  time  shall  be  ap- 
pointed (not  less  than  six  days  after  service  of  said  notice)  for  the  person 
complained  of  to  make  his  defence  before  the  Board  of  Managers ;  and  the 
Board,  having  examined  into  the  truth  of  the  complaint,  and  heard  the  de- 
fence of  the  party  accused,  if  any  shall  be  made,  may,  with  the  concurrence 
and  approbation  of  a  majority  of  the  Managers  present,  suspend  or  dis- 
charge the  officer,  physician,  or  surgeon  complained  of. 
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XVII. — Order  of  Business. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  The  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read,  corrected  if  neces- 
sary, and  approved. 

4.  Treasurer's  Reports. 

5.  Reports  of  the  Committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order  taken  thereon. 

6.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 

7.  Unfinished  business. 

8.  New  business. 

XVIII. — Alterations  or  Additions. 

Amendments  to  the  By-Laws  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular 
meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  ;  and 
it  shall  be  adopted  only  on  an  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  pres- 
ent, provided  such  majority  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  eleven  Managers. 


PATRONS,  ENDOWED  BEDS,  AND  MEMBERSHIP. 


A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  and  upward  constitutes  the  donor  a 
"Patron"  of  the  Institution. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  four  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  a  like  privilege 
during  the  life  of  the  donor  and  the  life  of  a  successor,  or  for  two  lives;  and 
the  same  amount  from  a  corporation  confers  a  like  privilege  for  twenty  years. 
The  appointment  of  a  successor  in  each  of  the  two  classes  named  to  be  in 
writing,  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  failing  of  such  appointment  the  right  to 
cease. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  for  life. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member. 


FORM  OF  RECEIPT  FOR  PARTIAL  PAYMENTS  TOWARD 
ENDOWED  BEDS. 

"  Received  from the  sum  of  $ the  same  being 

a  gift  to  the  Presbyterian  Hospital. 

"  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  should by  subsequent 

gifts  contribute  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  $5,000,  thereupon  the  Board  of 

Managers  will  issue  to a  certificate  granting  the  right  to 

nominate  from  time  to  time  a  patient  to  use  and  occupy  one  bed  in  the 
Common  Wards  of  said  Hospital  free  of  charge,  subject,  however,  to  such 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  admission,  treatment,  and  discharge  of  patients 
as  are  now  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  the  said  Board.  Such  right 
may  be  exercised  by  the  said and succes- 
sors in  perpetuity,  provided  that  such  successor  be  appointed  in  writing  by 

will,  or  otherwise  by or  each  appointee  in  succession,  and 

failing  such  appointment  such  right  shall  cease." 


RULES  AS  TO   THE  ADMISSION   OF  PATIENTS. 

1.  Patients  shall  be  admitted  between  9  o'clock  a.m.  and  5  o'clock  p.m. 
They  must  apply  in  person  at  the  office  of  the  Hospital,  when  they  will  be 
examined  by  the  House  Physician  or  Surgeon  on  duty,  and  admitted  by  the 
Superintendent,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Visiting  Committee.  If  unable 
to  apply  in  person,  they  shall  be  visited  and  examined  by  such  person  as 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee,  in  case  the  House  Phy- 
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sician  or  Surgeon  is  unable  to  make  such  examination.     In  cases  of  emer- 
gency patients  may  be  admitted  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night. 

2.  Patients  may  be  admitted  by  the  Superintendent  on  the  recommenda- 
tion of  any  Manager,  after  examination  as  to  suitableness  by  the  House 
Physician  or  Surgeon,  or  on  the  recommendation  of  any  Physician  or  Sur- 
geon of  the  Hospital,  and  subject  to  the  subsequent  approval  of  the  "Visiting 
Committee  at  their  next  meeting. 

3.  No  patient  suffering  under  any  infectious  or  contagious  disease  shall 
be  admitted,  nor  any  whose  case  does  not  require  the  special  benefits  of  the 
Hospital ;  nor  shall  any  patient  be  admitted  whose  case  is  judged  to  be 
incurable,  unless  there  be  urgent  symptoms  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
attending  physician  or  surgeon,  are  capable  of  being  relieved.  Nor  shall 
any  case  of  primary  syphilis  or  gonorrhoea  be  admitted,  unless  under  ex- 
ceptional circumstances,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. There  shall  be  no  uterine  or  vaginal  examination  made,  except 
by  order  of  the  Attending  Physician  or  Surgeon,  and  in  the  presence  of  a 
female  nurse. 

4.  There  shall  be  posted  in  the  office  daily  the  number  of  vacant  beds, 
both  free  and  paid,  for  the  information  of  the  Examining  Physician. 

5.  Application  for  the  admission  of  patients  living  out  of  the  city  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  some  respectable  physician,  stating  the 
nature  and  probable  duration  of  the  disease,  which  certificate,  with  the 
application,  will  be  referred  to  the  Visiting  Committee. 


KULES  FOE  VISITOKS. 

1.  Visitors  will  be  admitted  to  the  wards  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays 
from  2  to  4  o'clock  p.m.,  and  at  no  other  time,  except  by  special  permis- 
sion. 

2.  No  articles  of  food  or  drink  must  be  carried  into  the  wards;  they 
must  be  left  with  the  Clerk,  and  if  approved  by  the  Physicians  will  be  sent 
to  the  patient. 

3.  Not  more  than  two  visitors  will  be  admitted  at  once,  to  see  any 
patient. 

4.  No  male  visitor,  except  father,  husband,  son,  or  brother,  will  be 
admitted  to  the  female  wards;  no  female  visitor,  except  mother,  wife, 
daughter,  or  sister,  will  be  admitted  to  the  male  wards. 

5.  Visitors  must  observe  perfect  order  and  propriety  while  in  the  Hos- 
pital; must  confine  their  visits  to  their  immediate  friends;  must  not  stop 
or  loiter  in  halls,  offices,  or  on  stairways,  and  must  leave  the  building 
promptly  at  the  end  of  the  visiting  hours. 

Any  violation  of  these  Rules  will  subject  the  offender  to  exclusion  from 
the  premises.
